were granted. He also recommended 
$1122 for evening school work for 
irafted men, and $200 additional for 
street department foreman. 

Alderman Murphy’s resignation as 
alderman from Ward 1 was ac- 
lepted, and subsequently his appoint 
nent as a principal assessor was con 
'firmed by a vote of 11 to 2. 

The street commissioner submitted 
the U8U%1 list of streets for authority 


that it was inexpedient to reimburse 
W. H. Mague for losses on his garbage 
contract was accepted, after the opin- 
ion of the city solicitor that the board 
had no power to make such payment, 
had been read. 

Appointments of Loren D. Towle,

by the state, and which, if passed in 
its present form, would seriously hurt 
the town of Brookline and the city of 
Newton. It was brought out that the 
bill was now In committee and until 
its report had been made, little could 
be done. 

Alderman Nichols was appointed 
chairman of the committeee on claims 
and rules in place of Alderman Mur- 
phy.

POLICE OFFICER KILLED SURGICAL DRESSINGS 


IN EXCELLENT CONDITION

ANNUAL MEETING 


Patrolman Walter C. Allen Victim in 
Anbnrndale Accident 

Patrolman Walter G. Allen of the 
Newton Police Department, was 
struck by an automobile about 10 
o’clock Monday night and died a few 
hours after at the Newton hospital as 
a result of his injuries. 

Officer Allen left a Waltham-bound 
street car at the corner of Lexington 
and Orris street, Auburndale, and evi- 
dently stepped towards the west side 
of the street, after leaving the car. 
As he came out from behind the car, 
he was struck by an automobile head- 
ed towards Auburndale and driven by 
Francis W. Wing, the son of Mr. 
Frank E. Wing of Waban. The young 
man did not stop, but continued on his 
way until held up on the bridge on 
Commonwealth avenue over the rail- 
road by Officer Forristal, who called 
attention to the condition of his head- 
lights, one of which had been badly 
twisted. Questioned by the officer, 
he admitted that he had struck a man 
and was then ordered to return, and 
Officer Allen was found lying on the 
roadbed, with his back broken. The 
ambulance was summoned, and he 
was immediately carried to the New 
ton Hospital. Young Wing was taken 
to the police station and held on a 
charge of manslaughter. 

Walter C. Allen was 56 years old. 
having been born in Westbrook, Me. 
November 3, 1862. When a young 
man he entered the employ of the Bos- 
ton & Albany Railroad as a baggage- 
man on trains running over the local 
section of the system. 

On August 6, 1895, he was appointed 
to the police force and had served 
continuously since then, being re- 
garded as a faithful and efficient pa- 
trolman. He was married, but leaves 
no children. His home was at 295 
Lexington street, Auburndale. 

Funeral services were’ held Tuesday 
afternoon in his home at 295 Lexington 
street, Auburndale. Thby were con- 
ducted by Rev. George S. Butters, D.D., 
pastor of the Centenat-y Methodist 
Episcopal church, at Auburndale, and 
were held without music. At the re- 
quest of the family the police depart- 
ment did not send a forfiial detail, but 
many of Mr. Allen’s associates were 
present. The body was sent to West- 
brook, Me., where it was buried in 
Sacarappa cemetery.

The Liberty Loan Com- 
mittee of New England is not only 
willing but anxious that every city 
and town should receive credit for 
what it really subscribes, and the 
blanks have been arranged to facili- 
tate this. 

Locally, the Liberty Loan Commit- 
tee organization Is more complete and 
thorough than in either of the other 
driven advantage having been taken 
of all that was learned during them. 
A house to house canvass will be made 
and everyone will be given an oppor- 
tunity to do his share. In addition, 
all the banks will receive subscrip- 
tions and give every possible assist- 
ance to those who wish to purchase, 
whether for cash or by partial pay- 
ments.

$7787.86 haH been contributed since 
April, 1917, and $7354 has been spent 
for materials. Since January the 
pledge system has been adopted and 
$041.25 has been pledged monthly. 
The expenses are about $700 each 
month. Over 10,000 yards of gauze 
and 1200 yards of cotton cloth, besides 
cotton wadding and cHnollne Is used 
each month, and during March 33,944 
surgical dressings were made and sent 
to the Peter Bent Brigham hospital to 
be forwarded to hospitals in France. 
The N. E. Surgical Dressings Commit- 
tee sends dressings to 116 hospitals 
over seas, to our own boys as well as 
to the Allies. 

The rent of the three rooms used 
by the Branch is contributed, as well 
as the furnishings, electric cutter, and 
some materials.

WOMEN’S CLUBS

If the person who wrote Mr. Endi- 
cott from Newton recently, asking 
what use can be made of all the 
cereal one has to buy with a bag of 
flour, and signing herself, ‘‘A House- 
keeper.” will communicate with the 
Club Editor, either by telephone. New- 
ton North 932-M, or by mail, she will 
gladly forward a new leaflet issued 
by the Food Administration entitled 
"How to live without Wheat.” 

Never since the time of the Civil 
War have the words of Lowell, "New 
occasions teach new duties,” been so 
true ns today. Each day brings some 
new duty, some now change which 
must he made in order to meet the 
situation. All winter we have been 
saving meat and fats, sugar and 
wheat, with the result that the new 
crop of sugar is casing things up in 
that direction. The meat situation 
has greatly improved so that we need 
no longer, at least for a time, observe 
meatless days. We are even told 
that there is plenty of butter In New 
England, and, so long ns we use the 
local supply, we may use what we 
wish. There is, however, the gravest 
situation with regard to wheat. 

The bread ration of the French 
army was cut down last week because 
the United States has not been nble to 
send the wheat which was promised. 
Argentine wheat has failed on ac- 
count of lack of ships. In England 
there is no butter nor oleo, persons 
over ten years can have no milk, 
there is no sugar nor tea, and no one 
can have meat but once a week, while 
eggs are $2 a dozen. Their war bread 
is uneatable. 

In this country there is plenty of 
everything except wheat. Shall we 
keep on using the small amount 
which remains and let our allies and 
our army starve? We can save the 
situation, if we will, by giving up 
wheat and letting it go across. Are 
we going to do it? Yes. assuredly 
yes. unless we prefer to let the cause 
of democracy fail and be annexed to 
Germany. 

Giving up wheat means giving up 
all yeast bread, all white flour, all 
graham, all whole wheat, all maca- 
roni. and all cereals made from 
wheat, and substituting corn, oats, 
barley and potatoes, which are equally 
nourishing. Everyone who can afford 
to buy potatoes and who has facili- 
ties for baking quick breads, is ask p d 
to pledge herself to give UP w’neat in 
every form until the „ rst of Septem- 
the ‘ , HC'v harvest is reaped. 
This is thf. j mme diate duty of every 
Patriot!# woma n.

Mrs. W. Frank Lowell sang the 
Omaha tribal song, und in connection 
w’ith Mrs. St. Ainant’s account of the 
work of Miss Fletcher in Indiun mu 
sic she sang also "The Land of tho 
Sky-Blue Water” and "The White 
Dawn" by Miss Fletcher. 

Mrs. Raymond L. Bridgman’s paper 
told of the work of Lowell Mason und 
of civil war music. 

Lowell Mason created such great 
enthusiasm for music that it placed 
him among musical immortals. In 
1836 he taught music in the Boston 
public schools and bore all the ex- 
pense of the music without reinuner-

AUBURN DALE RED CROSS DRIVE 

The mafia meeting last evening nt 
the Tongregattonal church to arouse 
interest in Auburndale’s Red Cross 
Drive was a most gratifying sweess, 
and the people turned out in large 
numbers, the church being packed to 
the doors. Auhurndale Is never back- 
ward in coming forward to do its part 
and the enthusiasm shown in the 
meeting was most encouraging. Mr. 
Charles E. Kelsey of Newton Centre 
presided and introduced the speakers, 
Rev. D. Rrewer Eddy of Nowtonville, 
and Lieut. Harry Q. Milsom of the Ca- 
nadian army. 

Mr. Eddy gave a very fine nddress 
and related his experiences in the 
war zone. He emphasized the great 
necessity of this work which is being 
done by the women, and how equally 
necessary it is for the work to he fi- 
nanced by the men. He told of the 
great success of the Newtonville 
Drive, in which the amount raised was 
beyond their expectations. 

Lieutenant Milsom enlisted with 
the Canadian Regiment on the 
first day of the war. going over with 
the first division of Canadian soldiers. 
He had been 27 months nt the front; 
was wounded and gnssed. and won his 
promotion under fire, and is now on 
speaking tours in the United States 
to speed up the good work. He told 
of the hardships they had to endure, 
and said it is impossible for us to real- 
ize the awfulness of this war. He was 
3 years in the war; went in a thou- 
sand strong and came out 62. To every 
Canadian soldier there were about 
7000 German soldiers. 

At the end of his discourse the New- 
ton Constabulary, which was present 
in uniform, arose and gave three 
cheers for him. 

The object of the drive is to raise 
$10,000 to carry on the work. An in- 
teresting feature was the exhibit of 
w’ork done by the Community Red 
Cross. Woman's Club Surgical Dress- 
ings Committee. American Fund for 
French Wounded, Naval Auxiliary, and 
the Woman’s Guild of the Church of 
the Messiah, Home Hospitality for 
Soldiers and Sailors, and the Junior 
Red Cross. 

A chorus of 30 voices from the Au- 
burndale Woman’s Club furnished an 
excellent program of music, which in- 
cluded patriotic melodies. 

A committee of three was appointed 
with Mr. J. Wickliffe Spaulding, chair- 
man. and a house-to-house canvass 
will be started in Auburndale.

The 
sewing meetings are held each Tues- 
day morning in the new Hyde school, 
and the surgical dressings in St. Paul’s 
parish house on Monday and Friday 
morning and afternoon, and Thurs- 
day evening.

Carload or barge-load lots of coal 
are not to be delivered to a single 
consumer or to a group of consum- 
ers except by permission of the State 
Fuel Administrator. 

Compliance with all the above regu- 
lations is not optional with either 
dealer or consumer, but is compul- 
sory. and any dealer or consumer who 
violates the regulations is subject to 
penalties prescribed by the Lever act 
of $5,000 fine, or two years’ imprison- 
ment, or both.

READY FOR COMING CAMPAIGN 


Every Jewish Resident Listed, and 
IIousc-to-House Canvass to be 
Made 


"A Liberty Loan in Every Jewish 
Home” is the slogan of the Liberty 
Loan Jewish Committee of Newton. 
The committee believes in a carefully 
organized house-to-house canvass, and 
has effected an efficient and trained 
organization to accomplish that re- 
sult. No Jewish resident of Newton 
will be overlooked by this Jewish 
committee. 

The problem of reaching citizens of 
foreign birth or descent, and of bring- 
ing home to them the importance of 
their subscribing to Liberty bonds is 
being met by a special committee of 
the New England Liberty Loan Com- 
mittee under the general direction of 
Alexander Whiteside of Boston. It is 
believed llfat there are thousands of 
residents who, because of difference of 
custom and of the difficujty with 
which they read or understand Eng- 
lish. do not fully understand what the 
Liberty Bonds are and why they 
should buy them. Committees are 
being organized, therefore, among 
some twenty-three different nationali- 
ties in order that each resident of 
foreign birth or descent may be 
reached by workers of his own tongue.

ARRESTED AS ALIEN ENEMY 


Theodor J. Ritter, a book dealer at 
120 Boylston street, whose home is at 
65 Manemet road, Newton Centre, has 
been arrested as an enemy alien, and 
after a brief interview' with Assistant 
United States District Attorney Judd 
Dewey, was committed to the East 
Cambridge jail. 

Agents of the Department of Justice 
searched Ritter’s office and home and 
seized many papers that may prove 
to be important. The prisoner was in 
the German army at one time, It is 
said, and a German uniform was 
among the aticles taken at his home. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ritter, who have a 
daughter ten years old, have lived at 
their present address some time, but 
are little known in the neighborhood. 
They have been intimate, it is said, 
with another family that moved to the 
street about a year ago. Mrs. Ritter 
states that she was born in England of 
German parents. 

The attention of the Federal authori- 
ties was drawn to Ritter because of 
his association with members of the 
crews of the interned German steam- 
ers. It is said that his home at New- 
ton Centre was painted by German 
sailors. 


MEN IN THE DRAFT NEED 
FRENCH 


French would be invaluable to men 
soon to be called by the draft, to 
training and thence to France. To 
be sure, this work is carried on by 
the Y. M. C. A. and carried on well, 
but wouldn't it be fine to help this 
great organization in its work — to 
show the appreciation by the people 
at home of its willingness to labor 
indefinitely <or the cause of our sol- 
diers? 

A beginning in the fundamentals of 
French would be of great help to 
those teaching in the cantonments, 
since the classes are quite large. It 
would, at least, lay the foundations 
in understanding the language — 
would prepare one’s ear to the sev- 
eral sounds and how they differ from 
English — also would prepare the sol- 
dier in pronouncing some words him- 
self. A more sound vocabulary would 
be merely a matter of time, and 
quickly picked up by living in the 
country. 

It would be a fine favor to the pros- 
pective soldier if when in France, he 
were on furlough and lost in the 
country, what would he give to have 
knowm French? Or, if visiting a res- 
taurant, wouldn’t it matter whether 
he ordered something aside from his 
usual food? And wouldn’t it matter 
in talking to the French soldiers with- 
out interpreters? Letters from boys 
who have gone over with a knowl- 
edge of the language would suffice in 
examples to show how valuable they 
regard it. 

It would, at leasts broaden the in- 
tellectual view. All in the draft 
have, by no means, had a real educa- 
tion. Then it would, by a contrast, 
bring to light flaws in the speaking 
of English, and also allow one to 
look from another’s point of view’. 
And it would defend education 
against the ideas of those who have 
only ambition enough to go through 
Grammar School and later earn from 
eight to twelve dollars a week. 

I believe that if a plan were taken 
up in the City of Newton to teach 
French one or two hours a week to 
the men soon to be called into serv- 
ice, and an individual call made to 
the teachers or students to instruct, 
there w’ould be many ready to sup- 
port the City in its plan to help its 
soldiers to the utmost.

NEWTON FREE LIBRARY 


The libraries of our country have 
been organized to be of service to the 
people along the line of Food Conser- 
vation. Newton has held a series of 
War Food Lectures, where the open 
forum to discuss practical problems 
resulted In much good. The library 
has also aimed to supply the best liter- 
ature on the subject and hopes to pro- 
vide tried recipes. 

Boston is about to devote two weeks 
to a Food Exposition to bring before 
every man and woman the vital im- 
portance of this great question of food 
conservation at this very critical 
period. We think we have all been 
conserving and saving, we think we 
have learned the art and are tired of 
the constant discussion of this and 
that phase of the subject, but we are 
just beginning here to face the serious- 
ness of this great struggle. Every 
man, woman, and child must do his 
part, willingly and unselfishly. 

Women have been seeking a place 
in the affairs of the world; now the 
great opportunity has come. All ot 
her ability and skill is to be tested. 
There was a day when woman was 
looked upon, in her household, as 
small when she tried to conserve; now 
it is a great accomplishment to dis- 
cover and use a "substitute”. Today 
she spends her time planning how at- 
tractively she can use the substitute, 
and how greatly she can conserve. 
After all what we eat is largely a 
matter of habit. We know now that 
there are many kinds of bread be- 
sides white and all most palatable. 
With buckwheat, barley flour, rice 
flour, corn meal, potato flour, oatmeal, 
rolled oats, hominy and rice, sweet and 
white potatoes, why complain? 

Abroad the soldier must have yeast 
bread, for quick breads cannot be 
made on the battle-front. We must 
use the quick breads. Some of the at- 
tractive ones are: Oat flour biscuits, 
buckwheat, barley, bread crumb and 
hominy muffins, corn dodgers and 
popovers. There are also many breads 
made with yeast which are entirely al 
lowable. 

As for your sweets — cakes and 
cookies and puddings, there are still 
many to be found within the ban, such 
as lemon souffle, mock-angel food with 
rice flour and karo syrup, corn meal 
gingerbread, peanut butter cookies, 
honey drop cookies, and all the many 
tapioca, rice and gelatine deserts. 

We must let the allies have more of 
our butter and fats for the many cot- 
ton-seed oil preparations may be used 
in cooking and the cocoanut and other 
oils in the nut margarines. 

Meat substitutes are many and 
varied. Here are a few of them 
vegetable roast, savory baked soy 
beans, nut and cheese roast, cheesd 
potato puffs, mock veal loaf, lentil 
roast, nut loaf, cheese nut loaf, pea- 
nut butter nut loaf, lima beans and 
cabbage, vegetable pie, corn chowder, 
corn and potato loaf, cheese fondu, 
bread and cheese scallop. 

Perhaps the most natural substi- 
tutes and within the reach of all are 
vegetables. They will hold a greater 
place in our diet than ever before. 
Now is the time to start your garden 
and “The man with the hoe", as well 
as the woman of the "Thrift army", 
must plan for two vegetable gardens 
this year where one grew in 1917. 
When you need information and hooks, 
come to your library for either or 
both. Under the direction of the New- 
ton Committee of Public Safety, ad- 
vice will be given about land for 
gardens, ploughing, spading, seeds and 
fertilizer, ut the Newton Free Library 
lecture hall, evenings 7.30 to 9, be- 
ginning April 2.

"Somewhere in France” 
Feb. 28, 1918. 
Newton Committee on Public Safety:

The selection of articles is very 
suggestive of the thought and effort 
which must have been given for the 
purpose of sending us a gift which 
was most useful and pleasing. I hope 
you will feel that you have made the 
hoys ot old C Company happy and we 
have not yet forgotten the help and 
encouragement given to us by you be- 
fore our coming over here. 

The old Company i3 scattered hut I 
hope the day will come when we will 
again answer to the same roll call as 
we did before leaving Newton. 

The Captain is not with the major- 
ity of the men of the old Company but 
nevertheless he keeps in close touch 
with every one of his former com- 
mand. 

At the present time, there has yet to 
come across, a more efficient outfit 
than the 26th Division and they are 
now actually lending a helping hand 
and sometime the fact will be made 
known that "Old Massachusetts" took 
the leading part in this war as she did 
in past wars. 

It is a pleasant realization to me 
that I live in such a beautiful City and 
that old C Company will some day 
march home and give an account of 
Newton’s representative contribution 
to civilization.

Thr Public Service Commission gave 
a hearing on Tuesday on thr matter 
of authorizing an increase of fares on 
the Middlesex & Poston system. The 
Company had filed its new schedule i 
calling for a 7 cent fare in Newton 
and Waltham, and S cents in other 
l>art8 of its district, to take effect 
April 14. but the Commission had 
postponed the date until June 1st and 
assigned the hearing. The postpone- 
ment is said to bo an account of pr6l>- 
able action by the Legislature in 
granting general relief to all the 
street railway companies of the state. 

The Company presented figures for 
the past six months showing that the 
passengers carried were nearly S00.000 
less than during the same period the 
preceding year, and that the increased 
fares had only yielded $1163.31 in the 
total earnings in consequence. The 
Newton-Waltham line showed n profit 
of $8600. the Newton & Boston, a loss 
of $1S00, the Wellesley line a loss of 
$4500 and the Commonwealth avenue 
line a loss of $2400. The Newton-Wnl- 
tham line carried 45.000 more passen- 
gers while the other lines showed a 
substantial loss of business. 

General Manager Cox declared that 
a 10-ceni fare would rot be too much 
on his lines. “We have been hammer 
ing the life out of that old nickel try- 
ing to make both ends mee^ but it 
can’t be done." said he. “War is no 
worse than trying to run a street rail- 
way under present conditions. If the 
State wants to take our road over let 
them, and God bless them, but 1 want 
to stand on the street and watch them 
trying to run it.” 

He was opposed to the institution of 
the copper zone system on his road. 
The character of the traffic, he said, 
would not warrant the putting of it 
into effect. He explained that virtual- 
ly all the passengers were of the town- 
to-iown description. The most scien- 
tific method of handling this situation, 
he believed, was by retaining the pres- 
ent flat scale of fares. 

The general manager bewailed the 
advent of the low-priced automobile 
into the transportation world. “The 
game hasn’t been what it used to be 
in the old days since the low-priced 
auto came into the field." said he. 
‘•That car has revolutionized things. 
I’d like to see gasoline go up to $2.50 
a gallon, for then we would be getting 
more passengers who are now using 
the autos.” 

The eight-cent fare is not a work- 
able proposition in many instances. 
Commissioner Joseph B. Eastman 
pointed out as Mr. Cox was arguing. 
The commissioner reminded him that 
the business done on those parts of 
the Middlesex road on which that fare 
prevailed had fallen off during its 
operation. Mr. Cox. however. w f as of 
the o'plhion that an increase is the 
only method of running a road the 
lines of which extend through sparse- 
ly settled territory. 

Town Counsel Xaphen of Natick 
called attention to the fact that the 
Middlesex & Boston is restricting the 
number of ticket books given daily to 
its conductors for sale to five. Pre- 
viously 10 had been handed out. Mr. 
Naphen claimed that because of this 
many persons desiring to buy books 
•could not obtain them. 

Mr. Cox remarked that he was sim- 
ply “hooverizing" on the books but 
Chairman Macleod was of the opinion 
that it was "camouflaging." Steps will 
be taken to remedy the condition. 

At the conclusion of the hearing it 
was agreed that a week would be 
given the remonstrants to the increase 
for the purpose of their going over 
the figures presented by the company 
and of presenting their side of the 
case. 

The hearing was continued until 
next week. 

The big event of this week was the 
almost unanimous report of the Joint 
committees considering the matter, of 
a bill to relieve the Boston Elevated. 
The committee favor a service-at-cost 
plan, with a 5 per cent return on each 
share of stock, and what is new’ in 
this state, control of the management 
of the company by public trustees.

DR. GORDON APPRECIATED 

Unsolicited Lelter Shows the Good Work an 
Auburndale Pastor is Doing in France 


The following letter from a gentle 
man, who states in the opening para- 
graph that he is unknown to rcsi 
dents of this city will he of interest 
to every acquaintance of Rev. William 
c. Gordon. t>. D.. the recent pastor of 
the Auburndale Church: 

1 am a fellow- worker with Dr. W. 
C. Gordon of your city. 1 hail from 
Portland. Oregon, ami out west we 
don’t accept a man as sterling metal 
simply because ho has the hall mark 
of .i Doctor of Divinity or sonfe other 
similar title. He must make good 
and prove his metal. We take him for 
what he is not for what he is labeled. 
I used to be up in Alaska and up 
North we have a saying that if you 
will eat a sack of flour with a man 
you know him inside and out. The 
hardships of the trail bring out the 
flaws in one’s metal. A'ou also know 
a man fairly well if you work with 
him. He is off guard and you get an 
insight into his real character. All 
of this rather lengthy preamble is by 
way of preface to a page or less as 
to what Dr. Gordon is doing over 
here. A tree is known by its fruit. A 
community is judged by its citizens. 
France is judging America by the type 
of men v. j are sending over here 
Dr. Gordon is the type of man that 
makes for international friendships. 
I said he was a fellow-worker with 
me just put the emphasis on the 
worker. If one were to judge New- 
ton by Dr. Gordon one could not fail 
to give Newton a high place in his 
estimation. One would conclude that 
its citizenship was of a high type of 
patriotism and that the ideals of its 
people were high. Dr. Gordon is on 
deck at t-lie Red Triangle hut at nine 

A. M. and that means eight o’clock in 
the states for the daylight saving 
plan has advanced the time one hour 
here. He is on the job till midnight 
every night and sometimes much 
later. 1 have never seen him lose his 
poise nor get out of patience and 1 
have seen him under trying circum- 
stances. He does not talk a great 


deal about his particular brand of re- 
ligion but he lives his religion and 
keeps the boys over hero true to the 
ideals of the homeland. He invited 
me Into his room recently to see a 
consignment of packages from New- 
ton unpacked and 1 came to the con- 
clusion that if his church has a worth 
while pastor the same may he said 
of the congregation. Let us tell you 
a few of the things I remember see- 
ing in Ahose packages knitted socks, 
of thick warm wHol. trench hats and 
helmets, soap, tooth paste, wash 
clothes, flashlights, chocolate, gum. 
shoe laces, talcum powder, candy, tea. 
and a score of other things that will 
he a Godsend to the hoys in the 
trenches. The gifts sent to Dr. Gor- 
don may have meant sacrifice to those 
who gave them but they also mean 
comfort and pleasure and the thought 
of home to the boys who will share 
the gifts. I could give a score of in- 
stances where Dr. Gordon’s quiet 
council has shown the type of man 
he is but hero is just one instance. 
Maxim, one of our French employees 
is more than trying so at a recent 
conference it was suggested and unan- 
imously approved that he he brought 
in and made to tow the mark with the 
threat of dismissal if he failed to 
make good. Dr. Gordon said “Let us 
practice mercy and charity as well as 
preach it. Isn’t there a better way to 
accomplish the desired result?" Of 
course there was and a quiet talk with 
Maxim accomplished the same result 
without the humiliation of being pub- 
licly reprimanded. At our Red Tri- 
angle Hut we meet scores and scores 
of sailors and soldiers every day and 
many a man who has been luke- 
warm in his regard for the Y. M. C. 
A. goes away after meeting Dr. Gor- 
don a firm believer in the work of 
the Red Triangle. Dr. Gordon doesn’t 
know I am writing this but I feel his 
fellow-townsmen will be interested in 
the work he is doing.

LETTER FROM FRANCE 

Richard Westwood, who graduated 
from the Technical High School In 
1914, w’as decorated with the Croix du 
Guerre for distinguished service In 
removing wounded while under the 
enemy’s fire. The following Is a let- 
ter to one of his teachers. 

December 17, 1917. 

American Expeditionary Force, Paris. 
My dear Miss Doonan: — 

When I came in from "poste” this 
afternoon I found your letter among 
the ten that arrived today. And just 
to prove that you ran no risk of bor- 
ing me. I’m answering yours first and 
de suite. My mail brings my letters 
up to a total of forty-one in the last 
ten days. I hardly realized that I had 
so many friends, hut the publicity that 
is now tormenting me in news-clip- 
pings increased Uncle Sam’s sale of 
postage-stamps. 

But before I go any further. I want 
to say that on that disconcerting oc- 
casion last September I was one of 
the "scaredest” and luckiest chaps in 
all France. Nor am I aching for an- 
other intimate acquaintance with any 
of Fritz’s little pleasantries. 

You make me homesick when you 
write about yours truly as a study 
pupil in the back corner seat of Room 
107. If I remember rightly the word 
"study” is somewhat misapplied. At 
the time I was very — oh very much in 
love with a certain young lady. Ever- 
ett Leach was running a close race 
and I had to be always on my guard 
to see that he didn’t sharpen any pen- 
cils w’hen I wasn’t looking. Those 
were the happiest days of my life al- 
though I didn’t appreciate them then. 
I thought I was terribly abused when 
Miss W. raked me over the coals for 
not knowing her blessed German — 
which I can’t speak to a Boche pris- 
oner now — or when Miss Rogers de- 
cided that as a geometrician I was a 
mighty handy youth in the wood- 
turning shop under Mr. Barney’s pa- 
tient eye. And I recall one day w’hen 
Mr. Palmer reminded me of my sins 
in pestering a perfectly harmless 
young woman acting as a substitute 
for Mr. Thurber. 

And the "Dynamo”!! Ask Miss 
Fiske if she remembers the day I 
spoke "Casey at the Bat’’ as an oral 
theme, much to her disgust. I could 
think of many more of these little In- 
cidents. but that is not what you want 
to hear about, and this letter would 
degenerate Into a mere retailing of 
my sinful past. Yet the past is what 
I like to think about; the present I’m 
willing to forget, and the future — qui 
sait? Tell Miss Roux my French is 
not French and she would never rec- 
ognize it. 

But what you want to hear about is 
war, and what I like least to write 
about is, also, war. After one has 
seen men die on the floor of a close, 
crowded little hut with shells^plunk- 
ing in around every couple of min- 
utes; after one has seen the torn, 
suffering bits of humanity holding on 
to the edge of life with a slipping 
grip; after one has seen tins horror, 
the ghastly beauty, and the devasta- 
tion all of us have seen, one finds it 
hard, and sometimes distasteful, to 
put It all on paper. Men have written 
books about it and magazine articles, 
and others have told of it from plat- 
forms. At home they have read and 
they have listened but no matter how 
facile the pen or how able the speak- 
er it all must be seen to realize — to 
hate. I have seen my fill now, and in 
the two years or so more I’ll see much 
more. I thank God that America has 
not had to suffer as has France, 
though she would have borne it glo- 
riously. To be sure, we are going to 
pay in lives — precious lives — but can 
we ever sacrifice as has France? 

For my part, I like to remember 
the days I first spent in the service. 
Then we were on the Alsatian front. 
The country was beautiful and little 
ruined. The summer weather was 
glorious and our first two months 
were more of sightseeing than of war. 
Our first baptism of fire came in Au- 
gust and it has been pretty constant 
since then. Just now w*e are in a 
quiet sector, as most are at present, 
and are kept busy but not overworked. 
There was a heavy fall of snow last 
night and it is falling again tonight. 
It is beastly cold driving, and the 
combination of darkness and slippery 
roads makes it ticklish, especially 
when there are "blesses" In back to 
worry about. 

We are fortunate in having very 
good quarters in rooms of deserted 
houses. After you plug up the win- 
dows and hunt down a wood stove, 
you can keep fairly comfortable. The 
section is made up of "veterans" from 
the old volunteer service and things 
run very smoothly and happily as of 
old. 

I feel that this can almost be called 
a letter, and in closing let me say 
that, while we are not happy in war. 
we are happy that it is our privi- 
lege to do our duty here, not 
only for the United States but for the 
Cause of Right which will end victor- 
iously at whatever the cost. 

Give my best regards to Mr. Kidger. 
Miss Wetherbee, Mr. Wingate. Miss 
Fiske, Miss Rogers. Mr. Thurber, Mr. 
Palmer, and, lest I forget some, to all 
under whom I studied, or in whose 
rooms I passed endless study hours. 
Don’t let your first letter be the last, 
and believe me ever., just, —

Conference nt Auburndale 


On Tuesday afternoon by invitation 
of the Auburndale Woman’s Club the 
Art. Literature and Music departments 
of the State Federation held a joint 
conference in the Methodist church for 
the clubs of the Sixth District. Mrs. 
Arthur W. Lane, president of the host- 
ess club, called the women to order, 
the meeting opening with singing of 
The Star Spangled Banner. After a 
few items of business Mrs. Irving O. 
Palmer, director for the district, took 
charge of the program. Dr. Alice H. 
Rohio, chairman of Public Health, very 
briefly spoke of the menace of venereal 
disease, particularly in a time of war. 
and urged intelligent understanding of 
the problems by the mothers of every 
community. 

Mrs. Erwin H. Schell, chairman of 
Literature, told of the reading lists 
nrepared by her committee. Mrs. 
Charles F. Marble of Worcester, an- 
other member of the department, spoke 
of the obligation of keeping un our 
rending. Before the war, she said, the 
women were doing the most of the 
rending, today, the libraries report that 
it is the men who are taking the most 
books and that they are the literature 
of the more serious type. The speaker 
reminded the women that they must 
get a sane relief from the tense atmos- 
nhere which prevails in the work 
rooms, for to become physically unfit 
‘s to he a slacker. Turn to art, to 
literature and to music to find the 
necessary relief. Choose tho books 
that do not magnify the horrors and 
do not confine one’s reading to the 
books which dwell on the war. Choose 
the old classics, turn to nature hooks 
end to nature herself, to become men- 
tall'’, phvslcally and splrltuallv fit. 

Mrs. Charles E. Brown of Concord, 
a member of the Art department, 
brought out the close connection be- 
tween art and every phase of life. 
Reminding her hearers that great art 
epochs have always followed great 
wars, she urged the clubs to consider 
the civic art of their own. communi- 
ties. She told of two lectures, which 
have been preoared by the department 
for the use of clubs, one on civic art 
of Massachusetts and an illustrated 
talk on history of art. which clubs may 
have when desiring to raise money for 
the Red Cross. “Women in Sculpture" 
illustrated by living statues. 

Mrs. Brown then gave a review of 
some of the work which artists are 
doing for the war in posters. In car- 
toons, in personal service and con- 
cluded her part of the program by giv- 
ing a most interesting account of Cam- 
ouflage. 

Mrs Arthur H. Davison of the Music 
department set forth some of the ideals 
of her department, urging first and 
foremost that every body Htng as much 
as possible, have a glee club or a cho- 
rus in your club.

While the grades are well provided for, 
music in tin- high schools is not what 
it should be. The time Is coming when 
we are not going to have the money to 
pay tile great artists to furnish our 
music for us. und we must learn to do 
it for ourselves. The rest of the pro- 
gram was given up to an account of 
New England us a Pioneer in Music, 
given by Mrs. Mina G. del Castillo of 
Cambridge, und a group of songs de- 
lightfully rendered by Mrs. Juliu Hit- 
ter McCormack, both members of the 
department. A social hour closed u 
profitable afternoon.

The adoption of the Honor Roll and 
the Honor ’’lag for communities in 
the Third Liberty Loan campaign 
promises to add an element of com- 
petition In service throughout the 
whole country, to the sale of Liberty 
Bonds, which web seen In neither of 
the earlier loans. 

What the Honor Roll did at Cedar- 
hurst, Long Island, the only town 
which employed It on the Second 
Loan, proves the tremendous *orce of 
the Idea. 

On the First Loan Cedarhurst took 
8175,000 worth of Liberty Bonds 
through 350 subscribers; on the Sec- 
ond, 3490 ’subscribers took $1,200,000. 
Yet Cedarhurst w s Just an average 
American community with perhaps 
moro citizens of foreign birth than 
the average and many citizens of 
small means. 

All that th,? Liberty Loan Commit- 
tee did was to make public day by 
day, acknowledgement, not of money 
subscriptions but of the list of those 
who had answered the call of the 
nation, and by giving this list the 
honor that was due. persuaded others 
to secure a place.

.surrounding a white field, the field 
bearing three vertical blue bars, 
marking the Third Liberty Loan. 

Ttaerq will be no provision on the 
flag to show the amount subscribed. 
The slogan "This flag In your window 
will help win the war” is counted 
upon to point the way to win sub- 
scriptions. 

Whether it is one $50 bond or 50 
bonds at $1,000 each, the same cred- 
it will be given on the public Honor 
Roll.

This 
will be the same symbol awarded to 
Individual subscribers, but no town 
will be permitted to fly the flag until 
it has exceeded its quota of the Issue 
of the Third Liberty Loan. The quo- 
ta is proportioned upon the wealth of 
the town. Every community thus has 
an equal chance to win the right to 
fly the Honor Flag 

As a further honor a city or town 
that buys double Its quota of bonds 
will receive the right to add a blue 
star to its flag. Dvery additional 
100% will mean another star. 

The proof of the power of commun- 
ity pride lies in the competition al- 
ready begun to win the first Honor 
Flag In the country by securing the 
first complete quota. Dozens of cities 
or towns have announced that they 
are out to get It. 

The Government encourages this 
competition by promising to make the 
award of the first Honor Flag an Im- 
portant official event. It Is expected 
that Secretary McAdoo will attend 
the first ceremony and raise the flag 
with his own hands. 

The towns of the West and South 
are especially keen about this com- 
petition. They realize the honor it 
will be to have official proclamation 
of the community first to respond to 
the nation’s call for funds. 

The competition should not only 
add enormously to the total sub- 
scription of the Loan, rolling it up to 
show the soldiers how the country is 
backing the war. but it will aid in 
cementing individuals into communi- 
ties, communities into States, and 
States Into u truer nation. 

The Honor principle will be car- 
ried right to the top. All the towns 
that have won the Honor Flag will 
have their names permanently re- 
ported on the Roll of Honor ut the 
State Capitol. The record of the 
State will be set down in the same 
way on a grand Honor Roll at the 
Treasury Department. 

Once won. the Honor Flags and 
the n&meu on the rolls of honor are 
historic mementoes that will not be 
the least of the family treasures when 
the relics of this war for human liber- 
ty are displayed to future generations 
by those who helped to win It by pur- 
chasing Liberty Bonds.

Mnjor Crockett said he 
erg after his death. From dispersion 
in utter disappointment and disheart- 
enment they returned with the belief 
that he was risen from the dead and 
exalted with God; whose spirit was 
poured forth in power upon them. The 
great crisis had shaken their former 
ways of thinking nnd habits of action, 
and wrought a decided change In their 
lives. Things they had valued were 
gone. The time of new things was 
come. A pentacostnl exaltation was 
theirs, at the promise of freedom from 
the bondage of death nnd of salvation 
in the rising power of life. They had 
no clear idea of what it all meant, nor 
of what was before them. But they 
had faith in the better things of prom- 
ise, "and they said unto Peter and the 
rest of the apostles. Brethren, what 
shall we do?" 

The answer was given in avowal of 
loyalty to Jesus of the Resurrection, 
and in actions — that nlways "speak 
louder than words" — of service.

national interests,— a losing of all 
lessor interests for the gain of the one 
supremo Interest of humanity, which 
•— h amounts to a spiritual exaltation, too 
fine for words, and which can be com- 
pared only to the ideal chivalry 61 
Knight Errantry. 

An Incident told by Major Dr. 
(Crockett is one of the finest tributes 
amid to our boys in khaki "over 
there". He was on a train en route 
to l*ariB, which had stopped at one of 
the Freaich cities. A French lady 
i came through the train looking for an 
apartmtaU where she might place her 
daughter; who was going to Paris 
She passed by all others until she 
cam# to cine occupied solely by Amei - 
lean soldiers. There being space for 
one more, she placed her daughter 


was interested to watch what would 
happen when they reached Paris late 
at night. Ami this is what he saw: 
There being no taxis at hand, one 
soldier stood guard on the platform 
with the young lady, while the others 
were scurrying round In the dark 
hunting for conveyance to ensure her 
safe transfer to her destination. 

lx*t our armies make good these 
magnificent nnd enheartenlng reports, 
and something is going to happen of 
yet greater nnd more far reaching 
import even than the defeat of ene- 
mies. It is the true and exalting spirit 
we all need to have and cultivate; 
both for winning the War and master- 
ing the After. 

We have now been at war a year. 
The discussion whether we ought to 
go to war was ended by the fnct, and 
tlie object was set clear "to make the 
world snfe for democracy”. Then 
came the problems of its conduct and 
of service for winning It. These are 
shifting nnd varying with experience. 
Important as they are to solve nnd 
render, it is not the purpose here to 
treat of them; but to call our reflec- 
tion and will to the less tnngible but 
no less important t hinge that are es- 
sential both for winning the War and 
making n kind of After to justify the 
victory. 

1 have already indicated the kind of 
spirit we are to put into nil manner of 
service the exigency demands. The 
Liberty I.<onn we are making is a 
marshaling of our material resources 
for the common use. With the loan 
we should take also the fellow-feeling 
and human interest. Into every kind 
of service we should put also the 
touch of good-will to humankind, so 
that it will not only win victory of 
arms for liberty, but also the favor 
of all people for righteousness. 

This spirit we need to have and to 
greaten over and above the narrow 
counsel we heard so much of at the 
beginning: that the one only thing is 
to defeat our enemies. — and the short- 
sighted urgence: that hatred of our 
enemies is needed to inflame our 
forces for conquest. Both for the 
War and After, we need to think about 
these things now. For, the defeat of 
enemies is not the only thing; but 
the safe world for democracy, and de- 
mocracy for the safe world. And. 
hatred of enemies is not a force for 
conquest or the object. Hate is an 
emotion that is like alcoholic intoxi- 
cants. It tempora: ily stimulates, but 
it also poisons. It damages the hater 
more than it does the hated. It may 
work an object in an implusive spas- 
modic action. But for a long and sus- 
tained effort, it not only fails of the 
object, but also debilitates the doer. 

Was it hatred of the British won the 
American Revolution? No. not so! 
But the love of liberty and the prin- 
ciples of equal right to life and the 
pursuit of happiness, — the things that 
led our forefathera>to bring forth on 
this continent u new nation, — it was 
the spirit of human interest that sus- 
tained the heroic efforts of those pa- 
triots through those long dark years 
of struggle, won the victory, and be- 
queathed to us our cherished heritage. 
Neither was it hatred of Confederates 
sustained the boys in blue through 
those terrible years of Civil War, but 
the devotion to country “of the people, 
by the people and for the people” In 
Union, one and inseparable; which 
won the victory an'd preserved the na- 
tion. — for both the South and the 
North. Nor is it to be expected that 
hatred of Germans will win this war. 
And it is well for the cause that what- 
ever hating is to be done be kept at 
home, and that our soldiers lose that 
feeling as they approach the front. 

The moral indignation we must feel 
at the atrocious wrongs which have 
shocked the world and drawn this 
mighty conflict, we should never let 
degenerate into debilitating and en- 
nervating hatred of enemy people; 
but it should stiffen our righteous in- 
1 tegrity and inspire our noble purpose; 
which we should seek to strengthen 
and sustain by t lie spirit of good-will 
and love of the ideal aim; that will 
not only win the victory for human 
liberty, but also win the favor of all 
mankind for the making of a better 
world. 

It is no loss of efficiency for the 
struggle, but rather makps for its 
mighty increase; that we should now 
take thought also for what is to come 
After. With the purpose of winning 
Liberty should go ulso the thought of 
what we shall do with it when we get 
it. Liberty us a mere privilege for 
indulgence may prove "apples of 
ashes” in our hands. It can be "ap- 
ples of gold" only as it becomes a 
principle of righteousness, — and thut 
too inspired by the fellow-feeling and 
human interest. Except we have 
thought and spirit to that, we are like- 
ly to find that we have only ex- 
changed one kind of oppression for 
another. And we should have such 
thought and spirit in the present en- 
deavor, not only have purpose to lib- 
erty, hut also regard for the I*aw of 
Liberty; whose name is Duty — 

Whose accent of command 
Is heard within, the mystic OUGHT; 
Which upon us all now lays 
Burdens for the coming (lays. 

But, if we face them with the love, 
which is “the fulfilling of the law” — 
the fellow-feeling and human interest, 
that’ issues in shureful service of the 
common good and the better life for 
a 1 J ; then, as our poet says: (Johp 
White Chadwick) 

"Her bondage is so sweet, 

And her burdens make us strong; 
Wings they seem to weary feet, 

Laughter to our lips and song: 
Freedom, make us free to speed 
Wheresoever sin* may lead.” 

What we need for the After, we 
need now: t he open honest mind, the 
generous good heart, the fuir rational 
will, and the high ideal aim. The open 
honest mind to leurn the new duties 
the new occasions teach; for things 
are not going to be as they were be- 
fore The War. They who think the 
victory for liberty means we shall go 
on doing things as before, are doomed 
to he lost in hitter disappointment, if

Owing to the fact that at this time 
of year many lives are endangered 
and a great amount of property 
destroyed because of grass and rub- 
bish fires getting beyond control, it is 
desirable to call to the attention of 
the public the fact that it is neces- 
sary to obtain a permit from the Chief 
of the Fire Department to set or main- 
tain out-of-door fires. 

The regulations and conditions 
which surround the granting of these 
permits will impress upon any person 
applying for the permit the necessity 
for extreme care. This year, forjun- 
ately, there has not been reported a 
death caused by coming in contact 
with fires of this kind. Prior to this 
year, however, many persons have 
ueen burned to death within the 
metropolitan district because of the 
carelessness of persons in charge of 
such fires. 

This is one of the most serious as- 
pects of the dangers connected with 
out-of-door fires. All persons who 
have a permit to set or maintain fires 
should take great precaution to keep 
children away from them. Also great 
care should be taken to prevent the 
spread of fires so that they shall not 
endanger property. 

The penalty for setting fires with- 
out authority is a line of not more 
than $100.00, imprisonment for not 
more than one month or both.

WAR WORK AT HOSPITAL 


In a little more than a month the 
Newton Hospital has cared for 40 
United States bluejackets, who were 
brought from the Radio School at 
Harvard, from Commonwealth Pier 
and various naval vessels. 

By treating these cases the Newton 
Hospital carries out part of its war 
work by relieving the pressure on the 
Chelsea Naval Hospital, which now 
has 800 cases of all kinds. 

The patients given are ull sufferers 
from contagious diseases, largely 
diphtheria and scarlet fever. At pres- 
ent there ure 20 in the regular con- 
tagious wards and 20 others in a 
temporary ward in a new wooden 
building. Three more of these build- 
ings have been contracted for und two 
of them are to be delivered at once. 
Each is capable of containing 20 beds, 
though it is hoped it will not be neces- 
sary to have more than 16 patients in 
each. Counting the 40 naval cases, 
the hospital is now caring for 160 
patients, the lurgest number in its 
history. 

Its Nurses’ Training Annex, estub 
libbed to increase its facilities for 
training nurses against the needs of 
war, bus ulready sent two classes to 
the regular hospitul school, will soon 
send out a third, und will immediately 
start a fourth class. At present the 
Newton institution has under training 
75 pupil nurses.

He has fought on the very front 
where the battle is now being fought, 
and has a story to tell which brings 
our part in the war straight home to 
us. 


THE FUTURE OF NEWTON 

Interesting Address Recently Given Before the 
Newton Club by H. J. Kellaway 


“The Future of Newton” was de- 
picted by Mr. Herbert J. Kellaway of 
Newton Centre in an address before 
the Unitarian Club at Channing 
church on Thursday, March 21. The 
speaker presented vividly many of the 
greatest problems that the city is 
bound to face, with hints for their 
possible solution, and his words de- 
serve the enrcful attention of every 
citizen. Mr. Kollaway’s work In the 
laying out of Camp Devons has re- 
cently added to his already high repu- 
tation ns n landscape architect. 

Opening with a few concrete fact’s 
as to our relation to the metropolitan 
district. Mr. Kellaway showed on the 
blackboard how the district consists 
of 38 towns nnd cities nrranged in a 
fan-shaped area, with Boston at the 
narrowest point, and Newton next in 
the radiating lines. "The future 
government of the district.” he said, 
“is one of our coming problems. New- 
ton has always fought tooth and nail 
all projects for annexation to Boston, 
partly because of the liquor question 
and partly because money raised here 
by taxation would be diverted to be 
spent elsewhere. We have been work- 
ing gradually, however, to the metro- 
politan idea and the Newton of the 
future will be a part of the great me- 
tropolis. We must plan so that when 
we are drawn into the metropolis we 
shall go in the right way — not simply 
be lugged in, but shall unite with the 
other communities in a way that will 
give us a proper voice in the govern- 
ment. 

"The first thng to think of is access 
to the center of the metropolis. About 
every community has several radial 
highways to Boston, most of those in 
Newton having been laid out by far- 
mers to carry their produce. The lo- 
cation of the circumferential highways 
connecting the outlying communities 
is a question of great importance. We 
are so situated that some of these 
highways must go through Newton and 
we must be wise enough to see that 
they go where we want them to go. 

“In the construction of such high- 
ways there ought to be co-operation 
between communities. One town 
builds a road 100 or more feet wide to 
its boundary, where it leads into a 
mere cartpath that the next town has 
built. An instance of this may be 
seen where Hammond street in Brook- 
line runs into Hammond street in 
Newton. Another is where widened 
Newton street in Brookline runs into 
Brookline street in Newton. A metro- 
politan planning commission is need- 
ed. which would cause every improve- 
ment to co-ordinate with every other 
improvement.” 

Mr. Kellaway sketched on the black- 
board several examples of faulty de- 
velopment of lands by speculators, 
such as the familiar method of cutting 
up tracts into 25-foot lots and adver- 
tising them as “chicken farms.” We 
do not want that kind of development 
in Newton, he said, and our seven-foot 
building-line law has thus far pre- 
vented it. But what of the future? In 
other sketches he showed how some of 
the common cul-de-sacs and dead- 
ends originate, through want of co- 
operation. all of which ought to be 
eliminated, being a serious menace by 
interfering with protection from fire 
and efficient police protection. 

One sketch drawn on the black- 
board showed two adjoining estates, 
once expensive residences. After the 
deaths of the owners the heirs con- 
verted the stables into tenement 
houses and then filled up the in- 
termediate space on each lot with an- 
other house. Where once were fine 
estates you have the beginning of a 
slum. 

"In the development of the city," j 
Mr. Kellaway continued, “we must ! 
look out for ourselves and for our j 
brother. When the war is over and 
our boys come home from Europe I 


venture to predict that they will he 
the lenders of the movement. They 
nro going to demand that every man 
shall hnve more thnn he has ever had 
before. Every man should hnve a 
home sepnrnted ns completely ns 
possible from every other mnn. No 
mutter how smnll it is, if you give 
him n 8epnrnte house you hnve crent- 
ed harmony. The future of Newton 
depends on the small home, owned by 
the occupant. By this means you 
have rooted your population; they 
tnke nn interest in your schools and 
churches nnd institutions. They arc 
going to give and get; the ‘floater’ 
is only coming here to get. All must 
become partners in the process of 
development. 

"Newton is one of the pioneer ci- 
ties to utilize her water courses. Our 
water boulevard along Cheesecake 
Brook, over-arched with shade trees, 
is a minimum exnmple of what can 
be done with a waterway. A brook 
should be kept open ns far as pos- 
sible, and in that way can be made a 
thing of beauty nnd a joy forever. 
Water has been looked at out of the 
hack of the head. The very best thing 
God has given us is water, and we 
have muddied it. turned sewers into 
it; we have polluted one of the God- 
given sources of health. 

“The old-fnshioned way of laying 
out ronds from town to town was to 
carry them in as nearly straight lines 
as possible, regardless of hills. A 
simple experiment with a barrel- 
hoop showed that it may be no further 
to go around the hill on a level than 
to travel the extra distance up and 
down In climbing the hill. 

“Our ordinance which requires ac- 
cepted streets to be 40 feet wide, with 
a 24-foot roadway hampers our de- 
velopment seriously. In many streets 
18 feet would he enough for the road- 
way, which is the rule in many parts 
of England, and also prevails on 
some of our state highways, and 
leaves more space for trees and grass. 

“Newton changed from a farming 
community into a series of villages 
stretched along the two railroad 
lines, each village expanding in a se- 
ries of concentric circles, which soon 
will meet. The opposite sides of the 
city have no co-ordination and are 
continually pulling apart. More than 
half of Newton’s area is not built up, 
and indeed is undiscovered country 
to most of us. We are neither hay 
nor grass — just plainly suburban. 
How this outlying section is to be de- 
veloped is one of our great problems 
and a matter of vital concern to every 
citizen. 

"In this connection ample provis- 
ion should be made in the region as 
yet unsettled for playgrounds. We 
have now sixteen playgrounds be- 
sides our parks. A park is some- 
times looked upon as less vital to our 
welfare than a playground, but it is 
as truly. ’re-creational’ to sit and rest 
in a , park, among beautiful foliage 
and flowers, as it is to take part in 
the sports of the playground. The 
gift of the Burr estate for a play- 
ground is one of the best pieces of 
good fortune that has happened to 
Newton and one of the best things 
for the children of the Bigelow 
school that could have been devised. 
You will make a civic center there 
which will increase the value of all 
the surrounding property. In plan- 
ning your future playgrounds get 
them near schoolhouses and utilize 
the buildings in connection with 
them. Make them serve those who 
use the playgrounds as well as those 
who hear the lectures, and take part 
in other civic exercises in the build- 
ings. Plan to use the school plant 
all the time, not only nine months in 
the year. 

“The Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion is one of the benefactors of the 
metropolitan district. Our water 


course, the Charles river, cannot bo 
excelled. The commission controls 
most of our water front of eleven 
miles, either by ownership or by re- 
strictions against building and tree 
cutting. This should he completed 
so that the whole river front may bo 
protected through the commission. 
Keep pushing for it in the legislature 
until you get it. Have your hill in 
every year nnd keep your eyes open, 
nnd you will win at last.” 

Mr. Kellaway explained how, with 
the new pnrkway front the Ham- 
mond’s Pond pnrkway to Edmunds 
Park, with one or two slight addi- 
tions. we should) have n drtiveway 
across the city from Wntertown to 
Chestnut Hill, which would form part 
of a through route to Quincy nnd 
Milton, thus connecting us with nil 
the parkways in the district. This 
connection should also be asked of 
the legislature and put through by 
the Metropolitan Park Commission. 

Reference was made to the prob- 
lems about Newton Corner nnd the 
new boulevnrd along the river, where 
the speaker thought It was needless 
to worry about how the automobllist 
should get down to the river, which 
he will find a way to do if he wants 
to, but rather some attention should 
be paid to the needs of the walker, 
who should have a chance to enjoy 
the riverbank without interference 
from the autos, while boat houses 
could be provided. 

Ill closing the speaker said: “The 
great undeveloped area needs wise 
planning, nnd needs to be so arranged 
that the homes of the city will be 
homes and not three-deckers, nnd 
that they shall not be crowded to- 
gether. Transportation in new ter- 
ritory will probably be in the future 
by jitney and autobus rather than by 
trolley. With good homes, good cit- 
izens, good churches, and the good 
water and sewer system we already 
have, we need have no fears for the 
future. When this war is over and 
peace is declared, and when we get 
through buying the bonds we are go- 
ing to have money enough to put 
through* improvements which will be 
for the betterment of all the people, 
and we are going to have good homes 
and land about them so that every 
man can have a home by himself.”

Substantial progress has been made In the Graphic*, of March 29, under 
in this city for child conservation by the headline "Newton 25 Years Ago” 


j the recent establishment of the Well 
Btfby Clinic under the direction of a 
committee composed of: Mrs. C. S. 
Cook, Jr., chairman; Hr. Curtis, Dr. 
Fisher, Dr. May, Dr. West, Mrs. A. 
By field, Mrs. Albert. P. Carter, Mrs. 
H. P. Converse, Miss Gifford, Mrs. C. 
R. Hatfield, Mrs. A. St.C. Hilton, Miss 
Riddle, Mra. B. A. Robbins, Mrs. 
Wellman. 

The plan hns been under the per- 
sonal charge of Dr. 1. J. Fisher, who 
is enthusiastically interested in the 
work. Clinics have been established 
at the Day Nursery and Neighborhood 
House, West Newton, Stearns 'school, 
Nonantuin, the Hospital annex, New- 
, ton Centre, and the Twombly House 
Dispensary, Upper Falls, with a phy- 
sician and nuTse giving their services 
for an nfternoon a week at each. 
Twenty-four doctors have volunteered 
for this work, each serving for a pe- 
riod of two months. 

The work is primarily for w*ell ba- 
bies, from birth to 5 years, with no 
. attempt made to interfere with the 
prerogatives of the home physician. 

Children brought to the clinics are 
weighed, measured, a record being 
kept of each case for subsequent com- 
parisons, and advice given the moth- 
ers in regard to diet and care. The 
babies are also visited at the home 
by the nurse in order that the envir- 
onment may be thoroughly under- 
stood. 

The board of health is co-operating 
in this work, as its figures show that 
in 1917 there were 98 deaths per 1000 
population of children under 1 year 
of age, and most of them under one 
month, as compared with 6G in 1916. 

The health department also sends 
to the parents of children, as births 
are registered at City Hall, a pam- 
phlet prepared by the state board, 
giving valuable information on the 
care of infants, and in certain cases, 
sends a nurse as well to give needed 
advice. 

Combined ..wflth the Baby Clinics 
will be the establishment of prenatal 
work, which will give the mothers 
•the advantage of preventive medicine 
as applied to obstetrics. 

That there is a local demand for 
this work is evidenced in the figures 
of attendance since the clinics were 
opened. The first afternoon at the 
Stearns school, 33 babies were re- 
corded. and’ "there weird 1 39 ut the 
Twombly House dispensary. Newton 
Centre evidently was unaware of the 
work, for no one appeared the first 
day, but on the second week, 19 were 
recorded, most of Whom wkre brought 
to the clinic from Thompsonville 
, through the generosity of Mr. Gasbar- 
ri of that village.

occurred this item. "School Commit- 
tee favors the establishment of kin- 
dergartens and expects to locate them 
at Lower Falls, Upper Falls, and 
Thompsonville.” 

On April 10, 1893, two kindergar- 
tens were opened, one at Lower Falls, 
and one at. Thompsonville, followed 
in May by the establishment of one in 
Newtonville and one in Upper Falls. 
In September following, three more 
were opened, one in Newton, one in 
West Newton, and one in Auburndale. 
The year 1918 thus marks the twenty- 
fifth year of the kindergartens in this 
city. By a strange coincidence the 
regular meeting of the Newton Kin- 
dergartners occurred on April 10, the 
exact anniversary of the opening of 
the first, kindergartens, and it seemed 
most fitting that some notice should 
be taken of the event. The tencher 
who began her service on that day at 
Lower Falls, Miss Edith DeS. Ratsey, 
is still with us ns principal of the 
Lincoln Kindergarten in Newton. One 
other teachen Miss Susie C. Aiken, 
who started the Williams Kindergar- 
ten in Auburndale, is still teaching in 
that village, as principal of the 
Charles C. Burr Kindergarten. They 
have given twenty-five years of faith- 
ful, devoted service to the kindergar- 
ten cause, and at the meeting on 
Wednesday afternoon. Miss Thomp- 
son, the Supervisor, in behalf of the 
Newton Kindergartners, presented 
Miss Ratsey and Miss Aiken each with 
a beautiful fern basket, greeting them 
with a few well-chosen words as our 
pioneers. The kindergartners, each 
carrying a bunch of daffodils, formed 
a circle and sang an original verse 
set to the music of an old Froebelian 
song. At the close of the song they 
filled the baskets with the daffodils, 
greeting Miss Ratsey and Miss Aiken 
as they passed by. It proved a great 
surprise to the two pioneers, and fit- 
tingly celebrated an event which has 
had a lasting influence on education 
in Newton. 

SENATOR WEEKS A CANDIDATE 

Senator (John. W. Weeks of this 
city, has announced his candidacy to 
succeed himself aB United States Sen- 
ator from Massachusetts, at the pri- 
mary to be held next September. In 
letteH which haVo been sent to his 
friends he says In part — 

am writing to express the hope 
that my record In the United States 
Senate has met with your approval 
and that I may rely upon your sup- 
port in the Republican primaries in 
September for renomination. 

"Mv duties, particularly those as a 
member of the committee on mili- 
tary affairs, makes it impossible for 
me to make more than an occasional 
visit to Massachusetts, and conse- 
quently I am writing to a number of 
my friends in anticipation of the fall 
primaries and election. 

“If my action in the Senate has met 
with your approval and you believe 
that it entitles me to renomination. 
I shall he very glad to have you write 
me so that I may include your name 
in the list of those whom I know to 
be favorable to my renomination and 
that you are among those who will be 
willing to assist in your locality to 
bring about that result.” 


Mr. John C. Madden, a member of 
the hoard of health and a former 
chairman of the Democratic city 
committee was elected ^ member of 
the hoard of aldermen on Monday 
night for the unexpired term of John 
W. Murphy, who has just resigned. 
The candidates for the office were Mr. 
Madden and Mr. Janies S. Cannon 
and the first, ballot showed 10 for Mr. 
Madden and 8 for Mr. Cannon. Presi- 
dent Early, taking a rather extreme 
construction of the statute, ruled 
that there was no choice, neither can- 
didate receiving a "majority of the 
members.” Mr. Cannon’s name was 
then withdrawn and Mr. Madden 
elected by 18 votes to the office. 

The matter was the first on the 
docket und Mr. Cannon’s name was 
presented by Alderman Clark of 
Ward 6 and seconded by Alderman 
McCarthy of Ward 3. Alderman Fork- 
nail of Ward 1 rather resented nomi- 
nations affecting his ward to be made 
by members from other parts of the 
city, nominated Mr. Madden as the 
choice of the aldermen from Ward 1. 
Alderman Harriinan of Ward 1 also 
favored Mr. Madden, and his calm and 
Judicinl consideration of the matter 
evidently carried the election. 

Another election of an alderman 
will take place at the next meeting 
of the hoard on May 6 as Alderman 
Morton C. Tuttle of Ward 6, who is 
busy on war work at Washington, 
sent in his resignation, which was 
accepted. 

There were unopposed hearings on 
petition of John J. McCarthy of Old 
Colony road to keep gasolene and on 
petition of the Edison company for 
ownership of poles on Elm street. 

Mayor Childs sent in requests for 
$1070.29 for laborers’ pensions. $675 
for fitting up the basement of the old 
Second church for a rifle range for 
the police and constabulary, and for 
$9987.15 for payment of proportion of 
cost of Boylston street bridge. He 
also sent in communications' from the 
Board of Health for Sewer in Warwick 
road, from the city engineer relative 
to drain off Rowe street, and from 
the Newton Hospital relative to $20,- 
000 for work on contagious wards. 

The Men’s League of Newton High- 
lands called attention to the lighting 
and heating of the library in the 
Hyde school, and petitions were re- 
ceived for the laying out of Furber 
lane, for laying out of Devon street, 
for a sewer in Central street exten- 
sion. for sewer in Otis park, of John 
Fenelli for common victualler li- 
cense, E. Germani for a taxi cab li- 
cense. Thomas F. Eddy for power 
boat license, B. F. Shattuck for half 
cost of fence, and claim of Thomas 
Kelly for damages to garden caused 
by dumping ashes. 

Petitions for various private gar- 
ages. of John T. Burns. Jr., for auc- 
tioneer licensq and various appor- 
tionments of highway assessments 
were granted. 

On recommendation of committees, 
the City. Solicitor was requested to 


take action on the matter of distribu- 
tion of the income tax collected by the 
state to each municipality in propor- 
tion to the amount paid by its own 
citizens, street sprinkling was ordered 
on numerous streets for 1918, an as- 
sessment was levied on account of 
work on the Gasharri drain, hearing 
was assigned on May 6 for taking 
land for sewer in Central street ex- 
tension. leave to withdraw was 
granted on petition for drain on Au- 
burndale avenue, the Telephone com- 
pany was granted a pole on Centre 
street, $1070.29 was authorized to he 
paid for laborers’ pensions, $1122 ap- 
propriated for evening work by 
school department for drafted men, 
and the ordinance relative to collec- 
tion of garbage was changed so that 
the work will be hereafter done un- 
der direction of the street department 
instead of the board of health. 

The reports of the license commit- 
tee of leave to withdraw on matter of 
gasolene permit for W. W. Hartford 
at 732 Watertown street, granting a 
junk license to N. Lipschitz, and 
granting leave to withdraw* on junk 
license of Joseph Boffnian were re- 
committed for further consideration. 

Leave to withdraw was granted on 
petitions of the American Express 
company for permit to transport in- 
toxicating liquors, and to Fred R. 
Reid for a taxi cab license. 

The report of inexpedient by the 
finance committee on appropriating 
$900 for a rifle range at the High 
School was accepted after Alderman 
Blake had called attention to the 
possibility of using the Lowell ave- 
nue ledge for that purpose, and Al- 
derman Whidden had stated that a 
ledge made a poor background for a 
rifle range. 

The report of the finance committee 
on the matter of salaries aroused 
some comment. The report stated 
that the committee recommended 
only the changes noted which added 
$200 each to the salaries of the city 
treasure#, street comn»isBioner and 
water commissioner, and $2 a week 
to clerks in the forestry and treasury 
departments. Alderman Hollis want- 
ed time for consideration, and when 
this was refused, he and four others 
voted against the order.

WORKERS NEEDED 

A Practical Way to Aid the Men at 
the Front 


There is a lack of women in the 
Newtons who are willing to work 
steadily for the Red Cross’ We would 
nt once rhallenge this statement as 
untrue, from what we have known 
oi the splendid work now being done 
in different sections of Newton, were 
it not for the fact that it comes from 
one high in authority. It is said that 
the Red Cross has asked their various 
chapters to largely increase the out- 
put of needed bandages and dressings, 
and this cannot be done with an in- 
adequate force of workers. 

It Is evident that the black events 
we are facing in Europe have not had 
their full force in the minds of our 
people on this side of the water. We 
read the headlines with apprehension, 
but the world situation is not suffi- 
ciently on our hearts to bring the- 
women out of their homes to the Red 
Cross headquarters to work steadily 
by the hour along these needed and 
practical lines. One would suppose 
that thp fact that we are far removed 
from the ‘battle line and that our 
losses have been and are, and prob- 
ably will be vastly less than those of 
Britain and France, would persuade 
the women of America to give their 
time and labor to the last degree of 
enthusiasm and faithfulness. 

Under the circumstances, it would 
seem as if our American Red Cross 
should shoulder the entire load for 
France and Britain, in meeting the 
needs for the three great armies. If 
anything like this is to be done the 
women here must double and quad- 
ruple their workers It is granted that 
we would like to put our time in some 
other line, but this Is the mn*t prac- 
tical way In which we can help the 
men at the front in the present hour. 
Where our Red Cross supplies are not 
shipped, there wounds go unattended. 
Leaves and old newspapers and rags 
are ubstituted for the things the wo- 
men are now making. If the Red 
Cross has called upon the women for 
a great increase in output, then their 
officers must form a closer organiza- 
tion that will lay a definite quota of 
hours of work upon every street or 
neighborhood. Let lieutenants be ap- 
pointed who will deliver a certain 
number of hours per week or per 
month, her recruits to be drawn from 
volunteer workers within her district.

When an American citizen, instead 
of spending $100 for something he 
wants, denies himself and lends the 
money to the government he performs 
a double service. 

First, he furnishes the government 
with $100 to use in the prosecution of 
the war. 

Second, he has relieved to the ex- 
tent of $100 the drain on our "goods 
and services”; that is. materials and 
labor. To make the article or articles 
he would have bought, or to manufac- 
ture others to take their place in the 
market, would require materials and 
labor. In addition to get the article 
to him labor and frleight space would 
be required. By doing without the

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There are two good and sufficient 
reasons why the proposed increase in 
fares on the Middlesex & Boston 
should not be granted at least for the 
present. It is very evident that the 
legislature, within the next six weeks, 
will pass some kind of a service-at- 
cost measure for street railways of 
the state, and will thereby open up a 
safe and sane method of raising need- 
ed revenue by these public service 
corporations. It should also be borne 
in mind that the present rates, al- 
lowed to run during the past six 
months as an experiment, have shown 
a tendency, slight to be sure, but still 
a tendency in the right direction, and 
that the weather conditions of that 
period have been most severe and un- 
usual. The next six months are al- 
ways the most prosperous for street 
railways, and if the service-at-cost 
bill is not possible, there will be no 
sreat harm done in allowing the pres- 
ent fares to continue until next fall, 
when the whole matter can be viewed 
in the light of its effect for an entire 
year. 

The non-partisanship of the city 
government of Newton was strikingly 
manifest Monday evening when a 
board consisting of at least 15 Repub- 
licans to 3 Democrats elected a for- 
mer chairman of the Democratic city 
committee as an alderman to fill an 
existing vacancy. In addition, it 
should also be noted that the only 
candidates considered at all for the 
office were both active Democrats. 

Alderman Harriman struck the 
right note, when discussing the mat- 
Uer, when he said that either gentle- 
men would be equally acceptable as a 
member of the aldermen. Indeed, it 
would be hard to make a choice be- 
tween Mr. Madden and Mr. Cannon. 
..and the selection of Mr. Madden is 
not in any sense a reflection on Mr. 
Cannon. Both men are Newton born 
and Nekton bred, both are able law- 
yers aaid, both are fully acquainted 
with the city and its needs. 

The transfer of the collection of 
garbage from the health to the street 
department is in the line of good busi- 
ness. T^he health department lacks 
the men and equipment to give this 
important matter the careful atten- 
tion it deserves, and during the past 
year, when it is admitted that the con- 
tractor made a blunder in the size of 
his bid. the service fras been exceed- 
ingly poor. Street Commissioner 
George E. Stuart, whose middle name 
stands for “Efficiency,” can be de- 
pended upon to see that any contracts 
made by him will be carried out to 
the letter.

Th" Legislature has selected the 
Mayflower as the state flower, and a 
bill to that effect is now on its pas- 
sage. This was the result of a state- 
wide vote of the school children, the 
Mayflower winning by a vote of 107.- 
617, wiUi the water lily second with 
58. IIS. The vote of the state was 
241.864. The vole in Newton, where 
a total of 4682 ballots was cast, was 
as follows; Mayflower 2453; water- 
lily 942; violet. 1.87; buttercup ISO; 
blue flag or iTi.t 125; gentian 120; rose 
S3; and scattering votes for 27 other 
flowers. 

The following comment from the 
Springfield Republican will be of in- 
terest : 

“it \\*s a fort un Ate thing when 
Representative ,1. NVeston Allen of 
Newton persuaded the Legislature to 
start the fish inquiry. The justifica- 
tion for the probe he is pushing is 
already shown 1o be greater than 
those without definite knowledge 
could have supposed possible. There 
is something startling in the evidence 
from the record of one wholesale flsh 
concern that in the past seven years 
940 per cent, in dividends had been 
paid on its common stock, an average, 
including an extra dividend, of 133 
per cent, a year. 

For the advantage of the flsh inter- 
est Massachusetts built the big flsh 
pier at South Boston, for the use of 
which the Boston flsh market corpor- 
ation pays $35,000 a year, thus giving 
the commonwealth less than 2 per 
cent, on the public funds invested. It 
was assumed that by means of this 
state investment consumers would be 
enabled to get flsh at more reason- 
able figures than before this arrange- 
ment was made. That this expecta- 
tion has not been renlized is admit- 
ted. As Chairman Cole of the water- 
ways commission puts it in his testi- 
mony. tlie flsh interests have been 
taken care of against the interests of 
the public, which is not getting the 
service that was expected.” 

Massachusetts must do something 
about this, and the proper thing to 
be done will call for a good deal of 
consideration. That the state has 
been made a party to such profiteer- 
ing increases the seriousness of the 
offense. The money of the people has 
been used as a means for the practice 
of extortion, and the people are made 
the sufferers. The spectacle of such 
a monopoly intrenched in the state’s 
property, and exacting such toll, is 
shockingly out of place in this pe- 
riod of sacrifice and stress. Nothing 
that is to come in the proceedings of 
the General Court will be looked for 
with keener interest than the report 
that will be made of this fish investi- 
gation. 

A long-time observer of state house 
matters testifies that “the fish investi- 
gation is the most unqualified suc- 
cess which 1 have ever seen in the 
way of investigation. It has gone 
straight to the root of the business 
and has dug up a surprising array of 
facts.’ It will remain later on to deal 
in some adequate way with the show- 
ing that comes from those who have 
heard all the evidence and estimate 
its gravity and bearings.” 

What the Senate thinks of the Con- 
stitutional Convention is indicated in 
its vote this week, cutting the com- 
pensation down one-half that allowed 
by the House, and by a tie vote on 
the question of postponing any ap- 
propriation until after the war is 
over. 

The Middlesex & Boston hearing 
before the Public Service Commission 
this week was merely a cross exami- 
nation of General Manager Cox on 
tlie condition of the company. It was 
brought out that Mr. Cox thought the 
present abandoned power plants 
might be of value in the future, al- 
though the equipment is obsolete, and 
Mr. Cox was of the opinion that every 
successful street railway today pur- 
chased its power. Mr. Cox would 
like to eliminate many of the pres- 
ent stops, and could make a substan- 
tial saving, but he said "God help the 
conductor who carries anyone by the 
post in front of City Hall.” The only 
free passengers carried, he said, were 
employees of the company, and police 
and firemen in uniform. For letter 
carriers the company received com- 
pensation from the government. 

Mr. W. J. Naphen of Natick char- 
acterized the present combination as 
a “pool of destinies." and criticized 
the scheme of the company in favor- 
ing Newton and Waltham as to rates 
of fare.

No whont nor ryo la now being used 
In the brewing of beer, ia the meaange 
recently received nt the State Houae 
from tho Food Admlnlatrntlon In 
Washington. Thla will he welcome 
newa to nil who are trying to live up 
to the requeata for wheat conaervatlon. 

Barley from which beer la at present 
being made la of a quality usually fed 
to live stock. In fact, after the beer 
has been brewed, the waste product, 
known na brewers’ grains, la now fed 
to dairy cows, only about 25 per cent, 
of tho food value having been lost In 
the process of brewing. 

Ry order of President Wilson, who 
has supreme authority In the matter, 
no more barley can be bought by the 
malatera until September 1st of thla 
year. From the supply now on hand 
they can brew only 70 per cent of the 
nmount they did In a corresponding 
period of time in 1917 and it must not 
contain over 2 3-4 per cent, alcohol. 

Many different factors enter Into the 
regulating of its manufacture. By act 
of Congress no more liquor is being dis- 
tilled and will not he for the duration 
of the war, which is releasing a vast 
amount of food stuffs. There Is how- 
ever. about two years’ supply of whis- 
key in the country. Should the manu- 
facture of beer be suddenly stopped, 
•juqM oujSnrai o* unofflip iou sj 
might happen with an abundance of 
whiskey in the market. Then there Is 
the economic factor to he reckoned 
with. Already with national prohibi- 
tion so nearly an accomplished fact, 
the breweries are beginning the manu- 
facture of socalled "soft drinks," but it 
takes time to readjust a business to 
meet new conditions. Should this be 
done abruptly it would doubtless lead 
to all sorts of confusion and internal 
difficulties of unemployment and possi- 
ble uprisings at a time when the coun 
try enn ill afford them. This is the 
feeling in England which lias led them 
not to forbid the making of beer. 

Such considerations ns these are in 
the minds of those in authority at 
Washington, leading them to bring the 
thing about gradually. Confidence In 
those who are at work on the problem 
is what is most needed today.

They hnd chosen the wrong day. Be- 
sides bringing home a lesson to some 
of the party It served to call their at- 
tention to the fact thnt almost every 
home down there, no mntter how hum- 
ble and how far back In the hill, had 
a food administration pledge card In 
the window. 


BANANA FLOUR AND BREAD 


Green Fruit, Full Grown, Is Peeled, 
Sliced and Dried, Then Ground 
in Ordinary Corn Mill. 

At a meeting of the Horticultural 
club of Trinidad, samples of banana 
flour and bread were exhibited and the 
method of preparation described. It 
was explained thnt the bananas from 
which the flour and bread were made 
had been takea from trees only live 
days previously, the ‘silk fig’ small va- 
riety of bananas producing the best 
results, reports Henry D. Baker, Amer- 
ican consul at Trinidad: 

The process was described as fol- 
lows: "Full-grown green bananas 
should be selected. Peel, slice and dry 
quickly, preferably on a galvanized 
sheet, then grind in ordinary corn 
mill. From 63 pounds of green bn- 
nnuu« lG 1 ^ pounds of flour had been 
obtained In the specimens shown. The 
bread, which was very palntuble, had 
been made from two parts of banana 
flour and one part of wheat flour. The 
banana flour could also be used as a 
substitute for ontmenl porridge und al- 
so for making puddings. 


Army Medical Department. 

There are now more than 13,900 offi- 
cers engaged in the work of the med- 
ical department of the army, Including 
regular army officers and the four of- 
ficers* reserve corps — medical, dental, 
veterinary and sanitary — connected 
with the work under Surgeon General 
Gorgas, says the Medical Journal. It 
Is estimated that at least 24,000 ph.v : 
siclans will be included In the person- 
nel of the department when full 
strength is reached. Every step in car- 
ing for the physical welfare of the sol- 
diers from the time they are sworn 
Into service until they are discharged 
comes under the medical department, 
In this work is Included Inspection of 
foods to be served soldiers, sanitation, 
enre of the sick and wounded, the oper- 
ation of field base and convalescent 
hospitals, "re-education” of the perma- 
nently crippled, bundling the supplies 
for all this work, etc. The total uum- 
her of hospital beds will be on a basis 
of 25 per cent of the strength of th« 
army.

A small electric furnace has been 
installed aud operation begun on the 
volatilization of tin from scrap at the 
Northwest experiment station of the 
Uulted States bureau of mines at Seat- 
tle, Wash., says the Engineering and 
Mining Journal. An extensive series 
of experiments will be carried out 
there with the Idea of saving the tin 
now wasted In discarded containers 
aud other forms of scraps.

NEEDED AT ONCE

Wo should not leave this to the hit-or- 
miss method of unoertnln volunteers, 
but some committee should be defi- 
nitely responsible for n definite out 
pnt within a definite time. The grent 
drives for Loan and Red Cross funds 
hnve succeeded In just this way. Each 
woman must he asked to be definite in 
Rlvihg a certain number of hours of 
work. A shortage on any day must 
be laid nt the door of the lieutenant In 
chnrge. Thus the force can he kept 
at full quota. 

It Is easy to put a Red Cross flag In 
the window. (By the way, we saw one 
in a private house in Roston with 18 
stars on it yesterday.) Rut this is not 
enough for such days of crisis in the 
world. To greatly increase our out- 
put of war work is absolutely the least 
service we can render in our security, 
removed nt this distance from the ngo- 
nies of war. 

One of the leading ofllclnls in the 
locnl Red Cross states that many wo- 
men come to the headqunrters with 
high purpose to do their share, but on 
succeeding days are turned aside by 
other interests. A Inrge number have 
worked only once, without returning 
to the task, and apparently without 
thinking that their absence means that 
something is left undone. The offi- 
cers have tried hard to make every 
woman feel a most cordial welcome in 
the rooms, but now the news must be 
spread that the best that has been 
done up to this time will by no means 
achieve the larger results now de- 
manded. 

The present drive in Picardy means 
that the spring and summer before us 
must see quadrupled efforts made by 
the women of Newton. Remember 
that this same increase will be made 
by many, many towns over the whole 
country, and Newton does not wish 
any other group of women to take 
over a task left undone by it.

In 
the realm of poetry he is distinctly 
the poet of common life, of those who 
bear the weiehty burdens and work 
hard. He has made the narrative 
noeni once more popular. His "Good 
Friday.” Miss Hersey considers the 
area teat drama the world has ever 
known. 

Mr. Masefield is the most read of 
any poet for thirty years. The core 
of ills work is found in "The Trage- 
dy of Nan.” and in his prose work on 
the war. He has been commissioned 
by the British government to write a 
history of the war.

A large audience at Players’ Hall 
ast evening listened to very fair and 
ell-reasoned statement of the liene- 
ts of Christian Science from a for- 
or successful medical practitioner, 
r. Hubbard was introduced by Mr. 
Tn. F. Ferrin, First Reader of the 
ewton Church, in these words: 

Our great Master said, nccoAling to 
he 14th chapter of St. John’s Gos- 
el, "I am the way. the truth, and the 
ife; no man cometh unto the Father, 
ut by me.”

Jesus’ thought was ever filled with 
ivlne love and compassion for man- 
ind, and so today, Christian Science 
is inspiring men with that same qual- 
ity of love, which is enabling them to 
understand spiritually the Lord’s 
Prayer, and to see the continual un- 
folding of good and its almighty 
power in human affairs. 

These Christian Science lectures, 
which are being given at this time of 
strife, are surely blessing one and all 
with the message of Truth and Love. 

*iDr. Hubbard’s lecture in full is as 
follows: 

There has never been a time in 
human history when men have not 
yearned for some sure way to be rid 
of those conditions of body and mind 
which have destroyed their happiness, 
or kept them from the full enjoyment 
of life and peace. They have turned 
from one material method to another 
in the vain search for physical relief, 
too often to be told that there was no 
further hope. They have found it im- 
possible to escape in any great degree 
from sorrow or worry, discord or 
despair, until they have come to be- 
lieve that these conditions must in 
large measure be endured. More and 
more through this failure to be rid 
of their sicknesses and woes have men 
-been turning away from materiality 
and groping for something more sat- 
isfying to meet their needs. They 
have often prayed to God for healing 
when in sickness or distress, but 
only occasionally did the healing 
come, and then it was thought that 
God had set aside the existing order 
of things for Uio.onb occasion and as 
a special mark of favor. It has only 
been since the advent of Christian 
Science that primitive Christian heal- 
ing has been restored to the world, 
and we are learning through the 
understanding of the Principle of 
Christian Science and the application 
of its rules that wo may confidently 
expect healing in every case, and that 
there is a spiritual law sufficient for 
every material condition. 

How Discovery Was Made 
Christian Science was diiscovered 
and founded by Mary Baker Eddy, a 
woman of unusual spirituality and of 
a deep religious sense. She was' a 
consistent and tireless analytical stu- 
dent, and through years marked by 
.sickness and trials her deep religious 
sense led her to strive to see nnd to 
understand the divine Principle in 
every benefit which she received. This 
persistent search for Truth was re- 


warded by the discovery of the divine 
laws of God, which she named Chris- 
tian Science. 

For three years following her dis- 
covery Mrs. Eddy devoted all of her 
time to a deep study of the Scrip- 
tures, seeking a solution of this prob- 
lem. These are her own words (Sci- 
ence and Health, p. 109): "I knew the 
Principle of all harmonious Mind- 
action to be God, and that cures were 
produced in primitive Christian heal- 
ing by holy, uplifting faith ; but I must 
know the Science of this healing, and 
I won my way to absolute conclusions 
through divine revelation, reason, and 
demonstration. The revelation of 
Truth in the understanding came to 
me gradually and apparently through 
divine power.”

Mrs. Eddy’s study of the Scriptures 
revealed the fact that the entire Bible 
record teaches conclusively that 
right understanding of God has al- 
ways brought dominion over all ma- 
terial conditions, and that when the 
knowledge of Truth has been correct- 
ly applied it has always been attended 
by healing and regeneration. The 
Scriptures abound in evidence that to 
understand God brings healing. Es- 
pecially is the New Testament replete 
with the statements of the liberty that 
comes through “a right apprehension 
of Him whom to know aright is Life 
eternal” (Science and Health, Pref. 
p. vii). 

The fact that healing and the 
knowledge of Truth by which we are 
to get it has been passed over as not 
meant for this time or for all man- 
kind, has been due to no fault of the 
Bible in presenting it, but to our atti- 
tude of thought in approaching it. 
Because we had been educated to be- 
lieve that physical healing must be 
brought about by material means, we 
had not deemed it possible that God 
had provided spiritual healing from 
sickness and every form of error, so 
we Unconsciously studied the Bible 
with the view of substantiating our 
preconceived notions about what it 
ought to teach. 

We are led through the study of 
Christian Science to try to stop view 
ing man as sick and sinning, and to 
accept the fact of his righteousness 
and dominion, which is insisted upon 
throughout the Bible, and to under- 
take to manifest this dominion over 
all things. 

No Healing in Drugs 

To most of us the body, with its 
many forms of sickness and error, 
seems to need most immediate atten 
tion, — first, because it has such a vast 
number of sicknesses to which it lays 
claims; and second, because the his- 
tory of material means for the alle- 
viation of these troubles shows them 
to have been almost a complete fail- 
ure. I say almost a complete failure,

NEW PASTOR 

Some Interesting Facts Abont Rev. Henry 
H. Crane of the Newton M. E. Church 


The Rov. Henry Hitt Crane, the new 
pastor ai the Newton Methodist 
Church, preached his first sermon here 
on Sunday, after a most successful 
pastorate of two years at Gorham, Me. 

Born in Danville, 111., Mr. Crane 
comes from a talented .«imily. Ho Is 
the son of Mrs. Sally Hitt Crane and 
the late Rev. Charles A. Crane, D.D., 
whose death occurred about 10 years 
ago while be was serving as pastor of 
the People’s (Methodist) Temple in 
Boston. Mr. Crane’s grandfather, Rev. 
James L. Crane, wns a member of the 
Illinois Methodist conference, and 
while stationed at Springfield was 
Abraham Lincoln’s pastor and friend. 
He was also a warm friend of Gen. 
U. S. Grant and during the Civil War 
served as his chaplain. Rev. Henry 
Crane is a nephew of Dr. Frank Crane 
of New York, the well-known preacher, 
author, magazine Mid newspaper wri- 
ter. 

Mr. Crane received his early educa- 
tion in the schools of Colorado Springs 
and In Boston, where he resided for 
20 years. He was graduated from the 
Boston Latin School in 1909 and was 
president of liis class. At that school 
he won the prize In oratory during his 
junior year. He attended Wesleyan 
University at Middletown, Conn., from 
which he was graduated with honors 
in 1913. In the four years be was a 
student at that university he took the 
prize in oratory each year. He was 
leader and also reader of the College 
Glee Club and took an active interest 
in athletics. He was a member of the 
Delta Tau Delta fraternity, and also a 
member of the Mystical Seven. He 
was also graduated from the Boston 
University School of Technology, and 
was a student at Harvard College, 
during which time he supplied at a 
n u inner of churches. In 1915 Mr. 
Crane was married to Miss Helen M. 
Beck of Bloomington, Ind., who is a 
college graduate and has been an ef- 
ficient helper in the church work. 

Early last spring Mr. Crane received 
nil urgent call through the interna- 
tional committee of the Y.M.C.A., of 
which John R. Mott itf the head, to do 
evangelistic work in the concentration 
camps in England in company with 
Dr. Sherwood E ddy and Rev. Walter 
John Sherman, who sailed from New 
York in May. For several months he 
spoke practically every night to the 
British Tommies, in some 30 training 
camps in England, Scotland and 
Wules. So phenomenally successful 
was lie in the various lines of work 
assigned him by the Y.M.C.A. that at 
the end of six months he was persuad- 
ed to extend his stay two months 
longer. He then went to France and 
was prominently identified with the 
first work done at the front by the Y. 
M. C. A. For several weeks he was in 
the shell zone, where he had a series 
of marvelous experiences. 

Since his return to this country in 
December he has been much in de- 
mand, presenting publicly the needs 
of the boys "over there.” For the first 
week after his arrival in Now York,

These are some of the developments 
in the Newton campaign for more 
workers to help do the work the New- 
ton Branch of the Red Cross and Allied 
Societies must do as the war goes on. 
They are interesting and encouraging 
developments but they are only begin- 
nings. New’ton ought to have, at the 
very least, one thousand men enrolled 
as regular Red Cross workers. The 
work the men can do will make it pos- 
sible for the women to do their work 
more rapidly and easily. A thousand 
more women ought to be enrolled as 
Red Cross workers at once. 

The Red Cross has been called upon 
by the government to do work of a far 
greater amount than it has ever been 
called upon to do before. Of the quota 
assigned to the Boston Metropolitan 
Chapter a very large proportion has 
been assigned to the Newton Branch. 
If it should he stated that in Newton 
there were twelve thousand men going 
about in United States uniforms and 
that less than a hundred of them were 


doing anything of a military kind ex- 
cept. wearing the uniform everyone 
would realize the absurdity of the sit- 
uation. The Red Cross is the only war 
relief society officially recognized by 
the government. The President is the 
head of it Just, as he is the head of the 
army and the navy. There are in Newton 
over twelve thousand members of the 
Red Cross. Isn’t It up to the men who 
have the right to wear rne Red Cross 
button to make the button mead some* 
thing? Two hours an evening once or 
twice a week is not much to ask of 
men in times like these, particularly 
when they are asked by the United 
States as a help to carrying on civiliza- 
tion’s war against the brutal autocracy 
of the Hun. Every man who helps is 
one more worker and an example and 
encourager to other men to do the? 
same. 

Revised figures for the war work: 
done in Newton in March by the New- 
ton Branch of the Red Cross and 
Affiliated Societies show that 4.571 
knitted articles were made. Of these 
732 were sweaters. This is a good 
place to say that in spite of the recent 
statement of a Canadian officer the 
American army and navy wants sweat- 
ers and will continue to want them. 
The Canadian officer may have been all 
right as far as his statement applied 
to his own men but he was all wrong 
so far as the American soldier and 
sailor is concerned. There were also 
made 1236 pairs of socks. 

Of sewed articles there were 6,798. 
Of these 3094 were bags of different 
kinds. 287 were pajamas. S8 convales- 
cent robes. 1188 handkerchiefs. 5 floor 
mops and one layette. There is a need 
at every workroom in the city for more 
women willing and able to sew. 

Of surgical dressings there were 158.- 
! 967, made up of forty-seven different 
kinds. 

The totals for the Junior Red Cross 
Auxiliaries were 246 sewed articles. 
122 knitted. 4331 surgical dressings 
and 1532 unclassified articles. The un- 
classified group was made up entirely 
of 1532 scrap books made by the New- 
ton High Schools’ Junior Auxiliary. 


WOMEN ARE ACTIVE 


The Woman’s Liberty Ixian Commit- 
tee. under the able leadership of Mrs.

woman's club, the committee has 
placed a speaker who for five min- 
utes stirs the souls of her audience 
and awakens many to immediate ac- 
tion. 

Not only do the committee arouse 
interest in the need for immediate ac- 
tion; but they present the opportunity 
to all those in the audience who have 
not already subscribed for this Loan. 
Members of the committee are seated 
in the red. white and blue booth ready | 
to take orders for bonds and able to 
answer all questions relating to the 
Loan. 

The Liberty booth was peculiarly in

So enthusiastic was the audience 
that this brilliant patriotic pageant 
is to be repeated the evening ol May 
first at Bray Hall in Newton Centre 
and will be open to the public.

Mrs. Ruby may well be congratu- 
lated on the glowing results of the 
unstinting work which she and the 
ladies of her committee have put into 
so large a production, and the bril- 
liancy of the affair certainly must 
compensate Mrs. Everett Winslow and 
her large costume committee for their 
untiring efforts toward this success.

later in Boston, and then in numerous 
cities and towns in Maine, and his in 
spiring addresses have been greatly 
appreciated by large audiences. 

The following newspaper clipping 
gives nn interesting sidelight on Mr. 
Crano’s character. 

Friends of Rev. Henry Hitt Crane, 
a Wesleyan graduate Just transferred 
by the New England Conference from 
the Methodist Episcopal Church at 
Gorham. Me., to Newton Center, Mass, 
are telling a story of how Mr. Crane 
nearly lost his life recently in France, 
when taking a load of cigarettes to the 
boys in the front-line trenches In an 
automobile. it was w’hile he was 
doing A’. M. C. A. work at the front. 

A call came for the cigarettes. The 
young minister did not smoke himself, 
but ho had a great Interest In the 
young fellow’s in the trenches who did, 
so he volunteered to take the smokes 
through. He took on a large load and 
started. 

It is said that the firing that day in 
the sector in which Mr. Crane was op- 
erating was the heaviest it had ever 
been. A number of shells dropped 
very near him. but he w’as uninjured 
and was finally able to deliver the 
smokes to the boys. The boys found 
it hard to believe that he was a min- 
ister. Most of them thought he w’as a 
boiler plate salesman.. 

Mr. Crane did not tell of the inci- 
dent himself, but it was heard of by 
a Wesleyan alumnus in France, who 
has just sent word of it to the college 
Y. M. C. A. of which Mr. Crane was 
the president in his undergraduate 
days. 

The following letter is reprinted 
from “Trench and Camp," the paper 
published at Camp Dix. N, J. 

Dear John: 

You are shortly going away, they 
say, to that significant “somewhere 
in France.’ Hence this letter to keep 
you company, and also — to let you 
know- how I feel. 

There is nothing under the sun that 

real man hates so religiously, at a 
time like this, as to be handed some 
platitudes about how glorious it is to 
go fight for freedom, to die doing one’s 
duty, and all that sort of thing. These 
maxims are all true enough, of course, 
and they must be voiced — but not just 
here. For I somehow’ feel that these 
grand and noble sentiments will have 
a funny way of laughing at a man 
when he gets “Over There” where 
"none of it’s heaven and most of it’s 
hell,” 

“In lousy barns by candle-light; 

In dug-outs, sagging and aflood, 

On stretchers, stiff and bleared w-ith 
blood.” 

I write simply because I want you 
to know that I realize what you are 
to be up against when you get to 
France — and this is to say that 1 be- 
lieve In you! I know you will piny 
the man! You will make good! You 
will eome back us white and as big 
as you go! 

We are banking on you! — and this 
in full face of the fact that w’e know 
you are going to be wooed and peti- 
tioned, bull-dozed and threatened, 
stormed and attacked by such tempta- 
tions that the devil himself who breeds 
them is amazed at his own skill. You 
are going over to wade in a welter of 
lust, blood and brutality, hatred and 
woe — and out of it all, w-e dare believe, 
you are going to come unpolluted, and 
unembittered. Such is our faith in 
yqu! 

The reminder will come some hun- 
dreds of times that you are thousands 
of miles away from home — and like- 
wise, reputation. Hence the sugges- 
tion to heal the hurt of your lonesome- 
ness “like a regular guy.” In France 
no one know’s what you w’ere back 
here: that you were clean, proud of 
your manhood, scorning the lust-lure 
of the human swine; that you were 
strong, unashamed of your high ideals 
and unafraid of the libertine’s laugh 
sneer — nobody know’s, 
and what’s worse, nobody seems to 
care. "So — why not — just once?” It’ll 
come to you that way, I know. I’d 
stake my life on it, it will. But don’t 
you believe the despicable lie that no- 
body knows, that nobody cares. WE 
know’! WE care! And we’re bank- 
ing on you to stand firm! 

And then, how- tired you will get! 
Tired in body and tired in soul! From 
wrath-red dawn to sleepless night — 
work; or, worse, nothing to do — but 
wait! Tired! and sick of the whole 
grim game! Tired! morally tired! 
Tired of the isolation 


to it! And may Almighty God go 
with you! !

Edgar E. Davidson, was attended by 
a large number of friends and school- 
mates who filled the house and stood 
on piuzza. steps, and sidewalk to pay 
their last tribute to one who w’as re- 
spected and loved by all.

Not for a long time lins the Tech- 
nical High School had a hoy of such 
marked ability, such wide popularity 
and such unusual promise for the 
future as Jack Lewis. 

He came from Scotland with his 
parents five years ago, and after a 
few months in tho Horace Mann 
School, entered the Technical High, 
where almost at once he made a place 
for himself and became the finest 
type of American public-school citi- 
zen. — enthusiastic, helpful, earnest, a 
leader of boys and girls. He was ap- 
pointed the only Freshman member 
of the Student Council, and from that 
day until his death, so near tho close 
of his senior year, he took part in al- 
most every important school activity. 
In scholarship he stood at the head 
of the boys of his class.

He took 
part in every Declamation held while 
he was in school, was in the Senior 
Play, and was the Editor-in-Chief of 
the Dynamo during the past year, 
working faithfully to make the new 
experiment of a weekly newspaper 
success. That it has succeeded is due 
largely to his splendid efforts.

MISS JIL A I SHELL DEAD 


Miss Angeliue G. Blaisdcll, who 
since 1874 had been connected with 
Lasell Seminary, Auburndule, for 
many years as treasurer, died at the 
seminary Friday, after many months 
of failing health.

Last week, at tho "Patriots’ Day" 
exercises held at tho Stearns, Bige- 
low and Peirco schools, tho “Thrift 
Regiments’’ made reports through the 
captains of the companies. 

At StearnR school — six Veterans 
had assembled to present six silk 
flags that w’e obtained for use in the 
recent “paradq” and these “patriotic 
saints” were most Interested In the 
work tho "Thrlfters" were doing for 
Uncle Sam. The children at Stearns 
school have been paying for 4 School 
Liberty Bonds, and a goodly number 
are paying for personal bonds, whilo 
giving generously to Red Cross and 
other war relief work. They started 
to buy stamps with the formation of 
the Thrift Regiment in March. 
Therefore when it was reported that 
the regiment’s roll showed 177 active 
“Thrlfters” who had bought $179 
worth of Thrift Stamps in the four 
weeks of its life, it was considered 
very creditable, considering the fact 
that a nickel “earned or saved” in No- 
nantum is worked for! 

The Bigelow regiment reported 136 
members from six upper classes, hav- 
ing bought in 3 w’eeks $182 in Thrift 
Stamps. The entire school having 
purchased $1432.92 since January 11, 
besides paying for one School Bond 
and Red Cross work. 132 Liberty 
Bonds nre held by individual “Thrift- 
ers." Mayor Childs, who listened to 
the regiment’s report at Bigelow, was 
enthusiastic in his appreciation of the 
work being clone, and gave a most 
telling address on “Thrift” and the 
call to all to buy Liberty Bonds and 
Stnmps. 

At Peirce school, the report has not 
been completed as to total sales since 
January, but in three weeks the 
"Thrift Regiment” there, largely from 
upper grades, totalled 354 active 
members who had bought $346.60 in 
stamps. Healthy competition there is 
stirring patriotism. Thrifters are 
learning as never before, how to earn 
and save pennies. More than “dol- 
lars" to Uncle Sam is the value of this 
lesson in “thrift” — lessons which will 
be one of Uncle Sam’s greatest assets 
for the future. Time given to such 
work is not wasted, and has pre-emi- 
nent place in all educational curric- 
ula* in these uncertain days of great 
need. 

Parents are urged to encourage 
“Thrifters" and buy all possible 
through the schools. Letter carriers 
are properly credited in every in- 
stance.

LONG A RESIDENT OF NEWTON- 
YILLE 


William B. Denison, forty-five years 
a resident of Newtonville and at one 
time president of the Atlantic Na- 
tional Bank of Boston, passed away at 
his home in Newtonville on Wednes- 
day, April 24, having just completed 
his eighty-fifth year. 

He was born at Burke, Vt., April 
20, 1833, at eighteen came to Boston, 
where he was engaged in business for 
ten years; then in 1861 returned to 
Vermont, becoming cashier of the 
Bank of Orleans at Irasburgh, Vt., a 
position which he held for ten years. 
In 1862 he married Elvira Parker 
Kendall of Woodstock, Vt., who sur- 
vives him. 

He lived at Littleton, N. H„ for 
somewhat over a year, holding a re- 
sponsible banking position, then early 
in 1873 again came to Boston, becom- 
ing bookkeeper of the Atlantic Na- 
tional Bank. His connection with this 
bank continued for over forty years, 
during which he was successively as- 
stant cashier, cashier, and president. 
When he resigned his latter position 
in 1904. the position of vice-president 
M’as created for him, so that his coun- 
sel was still at the service of the bank 
while at the same time his responsi- 
bility was lessened. He finally gave 
up all active cares in 1913, when 
about eighty years of age. 

During his long residence at New- 
tonville he was a member of the New- 
ton Universalist church, and a warm 
and sympathetic supporter of its wor- 
ship. He was for many years treasur- 
er of the church, and superintendent 
of its Sunday School. 

He is survived by his wife, a son. 
Win. K. Denison, professor of Tufts 
College, and a daughter, Mrs. Robert 
K. Sheppard of Newton Centre. His 
whole life was marked by unselfish- 
ness, and the utmost conscientious- 
ness and devotion, to his work and 
home.

As it passed a warship 
in the harbor the band was playing 
the national anthem, and everyone on 
deck was standing at attention. In 
an instant everyone on the Hull boat 
caught the signal and they, too, were 
at attention. It was only a little thing 
in itself, but It bespoke a spirit of 
patriotism worthy of emulation. We 
have learned to stnnd when the na- 
tional airs are being played. Let us 
also remember to stand reverently.

because the latest remedy and the lat- 
est method, tho ones that havo re- 
placed last year’s remedy and last 
year’s method have not as yet been 
proven useless; but the history of tho 
past hundreds of years will repeat It- 
self, and next yoar’s material means 
will replace what will then bo this 
yoar’s failures. 

Some years ago a new and suppos- 
edly wonderful remedy was advocated 
for tho treatment of pneumonia, and 
tho medical journals were full of the 
records of the almost Instantaneous 
cures which had come about through 
Its uso. As a practicing physician I 
prescribed this remedy at tho first 
opportunity that presented Itself, but 
with no result. I have since como to 
see that tho remedy worked Just so 
long as It had some enthusiastic opti- 
mists believing In Its efficacy, but 
failed to work as soon as it became 
generally used by a generally pessl 
mistic profession; a profession grown 
pessimistic through Its continual his 
tory of drug failure. This drug, in 
spite of the marvelous cures accred 
ited to It for several years, has long 
since gone the way of dismal failure 
of those that preceded It. 

Another famous remedy that came 
Into almost Immediate prominence 
within the last year or two, and which 
has been lauded ns an absolute speci- 
fic for certain disorders, is now being 
condemned by some of its former sup- 
porters as doing no good and much 
damage. It has been remarkable both 
for tho claims made for its efficiency 
and the charges made for its admin- 
istration.

Injections of the many kinds of animal 
seruma will be considered quite an 
barbarous; for Just so long an wo 
cling to materiality, to-day'n apparent 
succchh will be to-morrow’s failure. 

Vaccination han remained In a poni 
tlon of supposed efficacy for a longer 
period than anything of which I know. 
We can most of us remember when to 
be able to show a good scar meant a 
lifetime of protection. Hut the years 
of Its supposed usefulness are con 
etantly shortening, until now it is 
maintained that It only protects for a 
few years, with an ever increasing 
coterie within the ranks of tho medi- 
cal profession maintaining that It does 
not protect at all. 

Again and again In toxic conditions 
and in Immunity from contagion, tho 
Christian Scientist is proving that 
spiritual understanding gives the pro 
tection of which Jesus spoke when he 
said to those who believe, "If they 
drink any deadly thing, It shall not 
hurt them.” 

Medical and surgical methods are 
changing with such rapidity that 
among the profession the idea of 
yearly examinations has at times been 
agitated, the thought being that if it 
could he shown that a physician was 
not conversant with tho very latest 
method he should not bo allowed to 
practice, — though this is admitting 
that what was good practice a few 
years ago is not good practice to-day. 

I am not criticizing the doctor, — he 
does the best he can with the poor 
weapons which have been given him. 
— I am sympathizing with him, be 
cause just when he thinks he has it, 
he finds he haB not. 

Disease Is Mental 

In practicing medicine I soon found 
that there was a certain mental ele- 
ment in every case, and as it was ob- 
vious that this element could not be 
reached by any material means, I 
began to try to estimate just how large 
a factor it was in every case that 
came to me. At first I thought some 
cases were quite largely physical, and 
others quite largely mental, but as time 
went on and through practice my ob- 
servation of the mental side of the 
question became more keen, I saw 
that many types of sickness were 
wholly mental, and finally came to see 
that they were all entirely so. 

This did not mean that I was 
Christian Scientist when I had arrived 
at this point, — far from it! I decided 
that since I had to deal with so large 
a mental question, which the medical 
profession either wholly or almost 
wholly ignored, I would study mental 
healing from every standpoint from 
which it had been presented, with the 
idea that I would find in all literature 
on the subject the presentation of the 
same principle, and so would have a 
broader view of the question than any 
single writer, and with this knowledge 
would be able to heal. Accordingly, 
I studied everything I could find, from 
mental therapeutics to Christian Sci- 
ence, and as I studied I saw that all 
were alike except one, and that one 
was Christian Science. 

Christian Science the Remedy 

Christian Science was the only one 
that had so large a grasp of the all- 
uess of God as to refuse to dishonor 
Him by admitting that anything that 
He had made was imperfect or could 
become imperfect; was sick when He 
created it, or had within it any God- 
given quality that could allow it to 
become sick. It was the only one in 
which there was no compromise with 
matter, and which dared to deny the 
material world, the flesh, and the 
devil, because they were contrary to 
His creative perfection; the only one 
that dared to deny tho actual exist- 
ence of anything unlike God. and there- 
fore the only one that offered assur- 
ance of healing after human hope and 
human will and human reason had 
failed. 

Do you suppose that when I saw all 
this I accepted Christian Science? 
No! Instead, for two years 1 read 
everything I could find against it (and 
it was at a time when there was much 
criticism), in the hope of convincing 
myself that it was not true, for I saw 
that the spirituality of Christian Sci- 
ence would not mix with my profes- 
sion, and I did not want to give up 
the practice of medicine. But the 
more 1 read against it, the more I be- 
came convinced of its truth, and here 
I am. It does heal, and it does save, 
just as it did in Jesus’ time. We need 
to know something about God, how- 
ever, in order to appropriate the heal- 
ing, and throughout the entire teach- 
ing of Christian Science the necessity 
for spiritual understanding in order 
that we may know God's law is con- 
stantly insisted upon. 

Spiritual Ciidcrstaiidiiig Necessary 

A study of the lives of the most 
prominent characters in the Bible re- 
veals the fact that their closeness to 
God was the result of their deep and 
constant meditation of Him, and that, 
a knowledge of God has always been 
essential to the demonstration of His 
power over material conditions. We 
are prone to think that Abraham and 
Moses, Elijah and Elisha, John the 
Baptist and Jesus, were arbitrarily 
chosen of God to fulfill a particular 
mission with no reference U) their ac 
quired spiritual understanding, and 
that their ability to demonstrate God's 
power was a special gift bestowed 
upon them for the occasion. It is true 
that they were chosen of God for the 
work which they did. but in exactly 
the same way that great and good men 
in our own time have been chosen of 
God, through the consciousness and 
manifestation of those qualities which 
enabled them to do that which needed 
to be done. 

On page 488 of "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures" Mrs. Eddy 
has pointed out that the verb believe 
as used in the Bible has the signifi- 
cance of understanding, and she fur- 
ther explains that "the Scriptures 
often appear in our common version 
to approve and endorse belief, when 
they mean to enforce the necessity of 
understanding." • 

Throughout the entire teaching of 
tho gospels both Jesus and his disci- 
ples constantly asserted thut salvation 
was to come us a result of believing.— 
as a result of having faith in God. 
Paul says. "Without faith it is impos- 
sible to please him: for he that eom- 
eth to God must believe that he is. 
ami that he is u rewarder of them 
that diligently seek him.” We are 
constantly enjoiued in the Scriptures 
to believe and to have fuith, but we 
have accepted these words in the 
seuse of their most shallow meaning, 
and have thought that all that was

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required of us was to tacitly believe; 
and we should receive all that Chris- 
tianity has to offer. 

The Greek words for believe and 
faith are from the same Greek root, 
a word which means "conviction of 
truth." And to be convinced of truth 
means to know, to understand truth. 
Our dictionaries give this deeper 
meaning as the one to be used in a 
religious sense, but our everyday use 
of the word believe in the sense of 
giving credence to, and of the word 
faith in something of the same sense 
as the word hope, tends to obscure the 
larger meaning of the words. 

Dlind Belief Insufficient 

In the eleventh chapter of the epistle 
to the Hebrews, the writer, after de- 
fining faith as "the evidence of things 
not seen." gives an example of how 
the word is to be .used when he says. 
"Through faith we understand that 
the worlds were framed by the word 
of God." Now it would manifestly be 
impossible for us to perceive "that the 
worlds were framed by the word of 
God" through anything less than spir- 
itual understanding. 

In the third chapter of Acts, Peter, 
in his sermon on the healing of the 
lame man, describes his method by 
saying. "And bis [Christ Jesus’] name 
through faith in his name hath made 
this man strong.” Here the statement 
is made that healing came about 
through faith, spiritual understanding 
of the name of Jesus, the Christ, and 
the word name as UBed in the Scrip- 
tures had a deeper significance than 
it has in our modern times. The idea 
of a name in the Hebrew language 
and the Hebrew mind was not merely 
that of a sound by which an object j 
might be designated, but that of a 
significant term which should really 
iudicate its quality or nature; so that 
Peter’s statement meant that the man- 
ifestation of Jesus’ nature, the Christ, 
or God’s perfect man, which he had 
revealed to them, and which they un- 
derstood. had made this man whole. 
The Master said in his prayer to his 
Father. "I have manifested thy name 
unto the men which thou gavest me 
out of the world;” and what did the 
Master do but to manifest God’s na 
turo to the men that God had given 
him out of the world? Again and 
again it is pointed out in the New 
Testament that faith in his name, that 
is, understanding of his nature, is 
what heals and saves in every in- 
stance. 

Christian Science is giving us this 
enlarged understanding of the nature 
of God. which is essential if we are to 
appropriate in greater and greater 
measure the infinite blessiugs which 
infinite Love has in store for us. 

The Bible speaks of God as Spirit, 
as Ufe, as Truth, and as Love It also 
speaks of Him as the creator, that 
from which all proceeds. This thought 
is expressed In Christian Science by 
the use of the word Principle for God. 
since Principle is that from which all j 
proceeds and by which it exists. 

Mrs. Eddy has also given us the 
term Father-Mother, by which there 
is brought to consciousness the com- 
pleteness of the creator, the mother- 
hood as well as the fatherhood of God 
uml also a larger thought of God as 
Love. When we think of God the 
Father, our thought of Him is limited 
by our earthly sense of fatherhood, 
which, no matter how complete, is 
still lacking in the fullness of those 
qualities of love and tenderness which 
tlu< mother-thought MprtllM The 
word Spirit us used iu the Bible, aud 
the word which is translated Almighty 
God, both had something of this same 
thought of motherhood; but this! 


thought has been completely lost to 
us in the translation. 

No matter by what term we may 
think of God, whether it be as infinite 
Life or infinite Principle, or infinite 
Mind, a logical deduction as to the 
nature of man and the creation will 
always bring us to the same point, — 
that of the eternal perfection of all 
that God has made, and the unreality 
of sickness and all that is contrary to 
His divine nature. 

The only way we can fail to arrive 
at this conclusion is by simply saying 
God is God. — making no effort to un- 
derstand His nature, — and insisting 
that the sickness and sin which we see 
about us are in some way according 
to His infinite perfection and holiness. 

God’s Qualities Manifest 

God as infinite Life cannot be made 
manifest in death, nor can infinite 
Life be made manifest in sickness, for 
sickness ultimates in death, and so in 
a relative sense is partial death. In- 


finite Life can only ne made mani- 
fest in infinite eternal health. 

God is Mind 

God as infinite Truth cannot be 
made manifest in sickness, for every 
truth is in absolute, harmonious ac- 
cord with every other truth, just as 
one mathematical truth is in harmony 
with every other mathematical truth, 
and infinite Truth can tolerate no in- 
harmony, even though it calls itself, 
sickness and claims to be truth. 

God as infinite Love cannot do less 
for His children than to manifest that 
Love and supply them with infinite 
good, and infinite good does not in- 
i elude sickness. What earthly father 
as a manifestation of his love for his 
child would bring sickness upon it, 
or allow it to have sickness if he 
could prevent it? “If ye then, being 
evil, know how to give good gifts unto 
your children, how much more shall

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your Father which is in heaven give 
good things to them that ask him?” 

When we consider God as Principle, 
that from which all proceeds, we find 
it impossible to conceive of both sick- 
ness and health proceeding from this 
one infinite Principle; and yet there 
is no other source from which any- 
thing could come, for, as John de- 
clares, “without him was not any thing 
made that was made." 

When we consider God as Mind we 
arrive nt the same conclusion, for the 
manifestation of Mind is thought, and 
the thoughts of infinite mind are not 
sick thoughts, but perfect and health- 
ful aud holy. 

We all of us accept the statement 
that God is wisdom, but it is better 
to say that God is Mind, because wis- 
dom is never anything but the expres- 
sion of Mind. If we admit infinite 
wisdom, we must admit that it is the 
emanation of an infinite Mind. 

Let us illustrate the divine Mind by 
using the ordinary conception of a 
human mind as an example. You say 
your friend has a fine mind. You 
say you know this because he has a 
lot of fine Ideas which ho expresses. 
You have never seen his mind, but 
you have known the expression of his 
mind in ideas. If he never moved a 
muscle, never spoke a word, you 
would rightly conclude that there was 
no mind there.

mind must be filled with Ideas, and | 
an idea by virtue of being an Idea 
must be expressed. It is impossible 
to conceive of a mind filled with Ideas, | 
yet unexpressed, for a mind with no 
expression is not a mind but a blank. 

Now we have evidence of infinite 
wisdom in the universe, and the evi- 
dence of infinite wisdom predicates nn 
infinite Mind. The infinite Mind is 
filled with an infinite number of ideas 
or thoughts which constitute its wis- 
dom. These ideas, because they aro 
ideas, ennnot he separated from tho 
Mind which contains them, and it is 
the activity, the reflection, the mani- 
festation of these ideas which consti- 
tute man and the universe. 

Mind's Ideas are Perfect 

As God's ideas we exist in Him, — 
perfect, spiritual, and immortal, — and 
because we exist In Him the Scrip- 
tures declare that, "In him we live, 
and move, and have our being.” 

There is a further quality of an idea 
that it might be well to consider. 
An idea has no ability to do anything 
or to be anything other than just the 
idea of the mind iu which it exists. 
It cannot change itself or become 
more or less or different than that 
Mind intended it should be, for it has 
no volition of its own, and must of 
necessity express exactly the qualities 
of the mind whoso idea it is. Man is 
the perfect idea of God, and as an idea 
of God he has no volition of his own. 
He cannot bo sick or choose to do evil, 
for if he could chnnge from being 
God’s perfect idea he would be greater 
than God, because he would have 
spoiled the infinite design, frustrated 
the divine purpose. Now infinite Mind 
is infinite Spirit and infinite Life. In 
expressing the perfection of infinite 
Mind, man expresses infinite Life and 
infinite Spirit, and as an expression of 
infinite Life man must bo eternal, 
while as an expression of infinite Spirit 
man must be spiritual and not mate- 
rial. Man, then, as God’s idea, God’s 
image and likeness, has all the quali- 
ties of God, and not a single quality 
which is not of God; therefore he is 
healthful and holy; spiritual, immor- 
tal, perfect. 

Mortal Ideas Unreal 

Such a conclusion as this leaves no 
room for a mortal, material, sick, and 
sinful man. yet we have the problem 
of materiality with its sicknesses and 
woes to deal with as a false belief to 
bo eradicated. 

Nothing seems more real to the 
human mind than does matter, though 
the most eminent physicists of the 
present day are quite at one in saying 
that it is impossible to prove that there 
is such a thing as matter. They say 
that matter is a function of something 
outside itself, the expression of ener- 
gy; and this is just another way of 
saying that matter is an expression of 
thought. Christian Science agrees 
with them in saying that matter is an 
expression of thought, but points out 
that matter is an expression not of 
right thought, but of wrong thought, 
that all right thought, God’s thought, 
real thought, must partake of God’s 
nature, and is therefore spiritual, not 
material, and is expressed in spiritual 
things, not material things. The whole 
material universe, with all its sin, 
sickness, and death, is just the sense 
of the opposite, — the sense of the ab- 
sence of that which God made. 

Mortal Unreality Illustrated 

Suppose a man had never had his 
sight, and sight came to him while he 
was in a dark room. He would not 
know that he had his sight, nor would 
he know that he was In the dark, for 
It is impossible for one to gain a sense 
of darkness without first being con- 
scious of light. But let him be taken 
into the light and he would see. Then 
when he was returned to the darkness 
he would sense it as darkness, — the 
absence of light. So it is impossible 
for there to be a sense of darkness 
except as there is first a consciousness 
of light. This is equally true of 
strength and weakness. It is just as 
impossible for there to come a sense 
of weakness, except as there is first a 
consciousness of strength. If there had 
never been a consciousness of strength 
as part of what God created, there 
would never have been a sense of 
weakness. 

So the moment when God said, "Let 
there be light," which is equivalent to 
saying, Let there be strength, and let 
there be health, and let there be holi- 
ness, was the first moment wherein 
there could have come a sense of dark- 
ness, and weakness, and sickness, and 
sin. For every good and perfect thing 
which God has made, there has in like 
manner come a sense of its absence, — 
an opposite a lie, without reality or 
substance. 

When God said, "Let us make man 
in our image, after our likeness,” so 
that man was made in Ills likeness, 
spiritual and perfect and immortal, 
there came a sense of the absence of 
that spiritual and perfect and immor- 
tal man; and the sense of the absence 
of a spiritual and perfect and immor- 
tal man would be a material and im- 
perfect and mortal man; that is, a 
mortal mind and a mortal, material 
body called man. 

The New Testament calls this mate- 
rial or mortal mind the "carnal mind," 
or mind of the flesh. We are distinct- 
ly told that this carnal mind and its 
manifestation, carnal body, "is enmity 
ugainst God;" that "flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom;" that they 
that are in the flesh cannot please 
God.” So it is plain that God did not 
make the mortal body, for His own 
thoughts, His own Ideas, cannot be at 
enmity with Him. 

Thought Expressed on Body 

Now this material body cannot do 
anything of itself, hut is simply the 
expression of the conscious or uncon- 
scious thought of the mortal, human 
mind. Investigation proves that all 
sickness is mental, that is, it Is sick 
thought made manifest on the body; 
and when we are well it is well thought 
which is made manifest on the body. 
Every function, every action, every 
condition of the body, is the expres- 
sion of what we are consciously or 
unconsciously thinking from one mo- 
ment to the next. 

If a man were hungry and food 
which was placed before him had 
something about it that was exceed 
ingly unappetizing, It would apparent- 
ly be his stomach which protested, be 
cause the thought which he enter 
taiued about the food would he made 
manifest on his body; hut what would 
his stomach know about the food? 
Absolutely nothing! If he believed 
that the food was all right, thlB 


thought would he mndo manifest In 
proper activity of the stomach; and 
if he had eaten food believing it to be 
all right and had then discovered that 
It was all wrong, his changed thought 
would be made manifest In changed 
function — In nausea, indigestion, and 
so forth. 

In like manner, to believe that cold 
or wet could harm us would bo just 
ns disastrous to the lungs or the 
throat as to believe that unappetizing 
food could make the stomach sick. 

It is hot necessary to know each 
particular mortal belief, or so-called 
law, in order that we may appropriate 
the sicknesses and troubles they stand 
for. because we have accepted the 
false belief that man is subject to all 
manner of diseases, the nature of 
which he is unaware, and this belief 
insists that we may have any sort of 
trouble to which flesh hns claimed to 
ho heir. 

Right Thought Brings Health 

As we Bee that both sin and sick- 
ness are simply manifestations of mor- 
tal thought, thoughts of imperfection, 
wo also see that by putting the thought 
of the perfection of God and all that 
God has made in place of this wrong 
thought, wo shall rule out tho wrong 
thought; and with no wrong thought 
there can ho no wrong manifestation. 
The Bible makes this identical state- 
ment when It says, “Put off concerning 
the former conversation the old man, 
which is corrupt according to the de- 
ceitful lusts; and be renewed in the 
spirit of your mind; and . . . put on 
the new man, which after God is cre- 
ated in righteousness and true holi- 
ness.” 

To those who are just beginning the 
study of Christian Science the noth- 
ingness of the material man is the 
most difficult proposition to accept. 
The logic of the argument of the in- 
finite perfection of Mind, God, and the 
spiritual creation, seems clear to most 
of us, but tho equally logical and cor- 
related argument of the nothingness 
and unreality of the material creation 
causes us more trouble. This point 
will become clearer as our spiritual 
perception enlarges, for in the propor- 
tion that the spiritual creation be- 
comes real to us, the material loses its 
reality. 

I have often been asked the ques- 
tion, If this mortal, material body is 
not of God — If It isn’t so — what am I 
going to do about it? wliat am I going 
to think about it? 

Well, don’t try to get rid of it all 
at once. Be content for to-day to get 
rid of the very worst things you know 
about it, — those things that are so ob- 
viously unlike God, so contrary to the 
thought of His perfection, that you 
can detect, no matter how small your 
understanding, that they are not His 
making, and hence have never been 
made. As you deny their reality and 
assert what you know to be God’s per- 
fection, these conditions will disap- 
pear; and though you will still have a 
material body to deal with, it will he 
a better body, made better and strong- 
er through the application of God’s 
law of health. 

It is the putting off of the old man 
and the putting on of the new, through 
the application of the teachings of 
Christian Science, that constitutes the 
healing. The thoughts of sickness and 
sin are ruled out of human conscious- 
ness by the understanding and declar- 
ation of the perfection of that, which 
God has made. 

Deception of Counterfeit 

There are those who feel that it is 
almost a sacrilege to dispose of mate- 
rial man as just the counterfeit of the 
spiritual, perfect man. This material 
man is so wonderfully made, they say, 
how can it be possible that God did 
not make him? They feel that it is 
dishonoring God to disown the mate- 
rial man as His product. 

Material man does seem to be won- 
derfully made, but you will remember 
that in the many "better baby” shows 
that have been prevalent about the 
country, though the best and most per- 
fect babies are entered, it is some- 
times impossible to find one that is one 
hundred per cent perfect. If material 
man is the creation of God, it is not 
honoring God very much to have to 
admit that more than ninety-five per 
cent of His creation could bo vastly 
improved upon in tho very beginning. 

Others maintain that God made man 
perfect and gave him his own free 
will to do good or evil, but man chose 
to do evil, and the evil brought sick- 
ness and other troubles upon him; or 
that man unknowingly transgressed 
God’s laws, but that God is in no way 
responsible, because had man chosen 
to do right all would have been well. 

Suppose an architect put up a build- 
ing and it fell down; would that he the 
fault of the building? Would you 
blame the building? It would only fall 
because it was so constructed that it 
could fall. Obviously, if God made 
man so he could fall, and he fell, It 
would be God’s fault, not man’s. 

Righteousness is Liberty 

It should he stated also, that those 
who hold to the belief that God made 
man free to do either good or evil are 
holding a belief that is directly con- 
trary to Jesus’ teaching. Ho said: 
"I came down from heaven, not to do 
mine own will, hut the will of him that 
sent me.” "I can of mine own self do 
nothing." "Whosoever shall do the 
will of God, the same is my brother, 
and my sister, and mother.” The Mas 
ter everywhere taught that to do God’s 
will constituted freedom; for ho told 
those who believed on him that if they 
continued in his word its truth would 
make them free; and that whosoever 
committed sin was in bondage to sin. 
It bus ever been bondage to he sick 
and sinful, and to stop being sick and 
sinful is to enter into "the glorious 
liberty of the children of God.” 

When the Master first appeared in 
the synagogue, he announced his mis- 
sion by appropriating to himself that 
passage from the sixty-first chapter of 
Isaiah, which reads, "The Spirit of the 
lard God is upon me; because the 
Lord hath anointed me to preach good 
tidings unto the meek; he hath sent 
me to bind up the brokenhearted, to 
proclaim liberty to the captives, and 
the opening of the prison to them that 
are hound." Ho who continually main- 
tained that he could only do God’s will 
and not his own, came proclaiming 
liberty. Man was never given his free 
will to do right or wrong, for it has 
always been liberty to do good aud 
bondage to do evil. 

The Christ 

There are those who mistakenly 
maintain that Christian Science denies 
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the divinity of the Christ. The divinity 
of the Christ is an unassailable fact 
which Is accepted and taught from 
cover to cover of the Christian Science 
textbook, "Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures” by Mrs. Eddy; 
but if we are to accept the teaching of 
the Bible on the subject of the Christ, 
we shall have to admit that the Christ 
had been manifested in some degree 
at various times both before and since 
the full and perfect manifestation of 
the Christ which Jesus presented. 

Jsaiah had some consciousness of 
the Christ when he said, “The Spirit 
of the Lord God is upon me,” for if 
he had not, Jesus could not have ap- 
propriated his exact words in stating 
his mission as the Christ. Abraham 
saw the Christ in some measure when 
he became conscious of the "King of 
righteousness,” of whom the Bible 
says that he had "neither beginning 
of days, nor end of life; but made like 
unto the Son of God.” And we are told 
that Moses and the children of Israel 
were conscious of the Christ, for the 
Bible says, they "did all eat the same 
spiritual meat; and did all drink the 
same spiritual drink; for they drank of 
that spiritual Rock that followed 
them: and that Rock was Christ.” On 
page 333 of Science and Health Mrs. 
Eddy says, "Abraham, Jacob, Moses, 
and the prophets caught glorious 
glimpses of tho Messiah, or Christ, 
which baptized these seers in the di- 
vine nature, the essence of Love,” — a 
fact which may be verified by careful 
study of the Scriptures. 

It is certain that Jesus’ followers 
knew they were manifesting the Christ 
in some degree or Paul would not have 
said to the Corinthians, “We have the 
mind of Christ;” nor would he have 
enjoined the Philippians to let that 
Mind be in them "which was also In 
Christ Jesus.” In addition to this Paul 
says, "The Spirit itself beareth wit- 
ness with our spirit, that wo are the 
children of God: and if children, then 
heirs; heirs of God, and joint heirs 
with Christ.” If we are joint heirs 
with Christ we shall certainly mani- 
fest In some measure the Mind of 
Christ, which Jesus manifested so fully 
in healing sickness and destroying sin. 
Gratitude 

Our thought of gratitude to the Mas- 
ter for all that he has done for us in 
showing us "the way,” grows greater 
day by day as our growth in under- 
standing enables us to see more clear- 
ly the full significance to us of his life 
and work. This gratitude can never 
be fully expressed, except as it is con- 
tinually expressed. 

It is hut natural that we should feel 
a sense of deep gratitude to Mrs. Eddy 
also, because it is through her teach- 
ing that we are experiencing that 
which the Master taught, but which 
we had not appropriated. Those who 
have not experienced the blessings 
which Christian Science brings can- 
not understand the expressions of grat- 
itude toward Mrs. Eddy, and sometimes 
object to them. Gratitude is the oppo- 
site of selfishness, and what wo give 
to one does not take from another. 
There is room in the thought of the 
Christian Scientist for the expression 
of gratitude wherever gratitude is due. 

The Prayer that Heals 

The Christian Scientist prays with- 
out ceasing. He 1 b not given to pray- 
ing audibly, because he is not praying 
to man, hut to God, who hears him 
in secret hut rewards him openly. 

Mrs. Eddy says, "The habitual strug- 
gle to be always good is unceasing 
prayer" (Science and Health, p. 4). 
Our idea of goodness needs to be en- 
larged to include all good qualities. It 
should include health and success as 
well us holiness. If God’s help Is not 
available In everything, how are we 
to know how much He may be relied 
upon In anything? If God will not 
save us from a sick body or a sick 
business, how can we be sure that He 
will save us from sin? Men are prov- 
ing daily that Christian Science may 
he successfully applied to every human 
activity, to every human problem. It 
enables the business man to he a 
blessing to the entire community 
which he serveB, and he In turn is 
blessed with a freedom from worry 
and a consciousness of peace and suc- 
cess. Christian Science has brought 
mauy prosperous business conditions 
where before there had been business 
failures, just as It has in so many in 
stances brought healthful conditions 
of the body where before there had 
been medical failures. 

To get an understanding of divine 
I ave requires nothiug but the belief 
that the infinite Principle muy be un- 
derstood and a desire to understand it. 
He who with an honest motive makes 
an effort to know the letter of Chris- 
tian Science, will receive tho Spirit, 
and there is no human difficulty which 
divine Love cannot heal.

FLOUR SURVEY ORDERED 


All householders in Massachusetts 
who have more than thirty pounds of 
wheat flour on hand must report it to 
the Food Administrator on or before 
May 4, according to the latest order 
from Henry B. Endicott. They must 
secure blanks either from the chief of 
police, selectmen or local adminis- 
trator. The form to be filled out calls 
for a report of the number of persons 
in the household over one year of 
age, the amount of wheat flour on 
hand, including graham* in terms of 
"barrel," “half barrel," "quarter bar- 
rel” or "eighth barrel.” (Thirty 
pounds is 6-32 barrel.) Then fol- 
lows the time and place of purchase, 
with a line for "remarks,” the name 
and address of. the householder, while 
underneuth appears the addresses of 
the County Food Administrators. 


On Wednesday enme another an- 
nual meeting, that of the Social Sci- 
ence Club, rounding out a year of un- 
usually good work.

An in 
teresting feature of the report on 
conservation was the reading of 
number of eighth grade pupils’ re- 
plies to the question, “What Do I 
Mean by Conservation?" These schol- 
ars of the Hyde school, judging from 
the ones read, are having fine instruc- 
tion in present conditions and the 
reasons given for saving food, for 
buying Thrift Stamps, instead of 
gum, candy, or going to the movies 
for wearing old clothes and saving 
new ones, might well shame many an 
older and supposedly wiser person

1. General Request to Householders 

Not to Use Any Wheat 

All householders who can do so are 
asked not to use any wheat products 
from this date until the new harvest 
comes in in the Fall. 

This request covers not only white 
flour, but also graham flour, whole 
wheat flour, wheat breakfast cereals, 
macaroni, noodles, spaghetti, vermi- 
celli, and all crackers, bread, cake, 
doughnuts, pastry, etc., containing any 
wheat flour. 

Householders who have habitually 
baked their own bread will not now 
begin to buy of bakers, but are ex- 
pected to use only those kinds of 
bread, muffinR. pan breads, spoon 
breads, etc., which can be made with- 
out any wheat flour whatever. Bak- 
ers' bread must be left for those who 
are unable to hake at home. 

Beginning April 14, bakers’ bread 
(Victory Bread) will contain 75 per 
cent, of white flour and 26 per cent, 
of substitutes. 

2. Rules 

If any white flour is bought by 
those who cannot or will not comply 
with the above request, the following 
rules are rigidly established: 

(a) Householders are urgently re- 
quested not to buy more than one-six- 
teenth of a barrel of flour at one time; 
and are not permitted to buy more 
than one-eighth of a barrel at one 
time. 

(b) White flour requires the pur- 
chase of an equal weight of substitute 
cereals. Graham or whole wheat flour 
requires the purchase of six-tenths of 
a pound of substitutes for each pound 
of flour. 

The only substitutes permited are 
as follows: Cornmeal, Corn flour. 
Corn grits. Edible cornstarch, Hom- 
iny, Rice, Rice flour, Oatmeal, Rolled 
oats. Oat flour, Steamed oats, Barley 
flour. Buckwheat flour, and Potato 
flour. Substitutes must be bought 
and used strictly for human consump- 
tion, and must not be wasted. 

Rules on Hoarding Now in Force 

1. Flour: not over 30 days’ supply 
permitted. 

2. Other articles: not over 60 
days’ supply permitted. This does not 
apply to canned goods, preserves, 
and produce of the owner’s farm or 
garden.

The 29th annual convention of the 
Middlesex County Christinn Endenv- 
orers was held in Newton on Pat- 
riots' Day, last Friday, with over 1400 
attending. The Endeavorers were 
met at the H.K. station and at New- 
ton Corner by Iloy Scouts, who dir- 
ected them to the registration head- 
quarters at the Immanuel Baptist 
Church. Woburn Endeavorers and 
those from Lowell decided not to 
come in the prosaic way, hut hired 
trucks, and made an Impressive sight 
as nine or more big trucks, decorated 
with C. E. banners and tilled with en- 
thusiastic young peoplq proceeded up 
Centre street. 

A big sign, "Welcome to Newton," 
was strung along the rtlde of the 
Convention Headquarters, at the Bap- 
tist Church. The rooms were decor- 
ated with C. E. flags and the national 
colors. Here each Endeavorer had to 
register and could check his lunch — 
for the supper was a basket lunch af- 
fair. Newton Endeavorers furnishing 
coffee and cocoa. Information tables 
were also stationed here with compe- 
tent people to answer all questions 
concerning meetings, trains, etc. 

The meetings were held in the Chan- 
ning Unitarinn Church, and in the Eliot 
Congregational Church, afternoon and 
evening.

The gen- 
eral officers’ conference was held in 
the auditorium of the Channing 
Church, and was conducted by Rev. 
Ralph M. Davis of South Boston. The

and was led by Rev. Wm. A. Hill, N. 
K. Secretary Baptist Missionary So- 
cieties. In the ladles’ parlor at the

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FIRST ANSI AL MEETING 

On the afternoon of April 22, in 
the Y. M. C. A. Hall, the first annual 
meeting of the Newton Branch of the 
Special Aid Society for American Pre- 
paredness was held. This society was 
organized one year ago in Channing 
Church parlors, under the auspices of 
the Social Science Club. No one lis- 
tening to the reports read could pos- 
sibly doubt its having justified its 
name. 

The chairman. Mrs. H. H. Powers 
opened the meeting, and after a few 
earnest words regarding the necessi- 
ty for redoubled effort durjing the 
coming year, introduced Mrs. Frank 
H. Stewart, of Newton Centre, who 
made a strong plea for" the Liberty 
Loan. 

First came the report of the treas- 
urer, Miss’ 1 Henry, who stated that 
$4,S97.50 had’ been expended for ma- 
terials, and that $3,212.57 of that 
amount had been used for wool alone. 

The auditor, Mrs. Angier, read her 
report, and both of these reports were 
accepted. Mrs. George Owen, the 
secretary, then read her report which 
was also accepted. She spoke of the 
monthly Open Meetings that had been 
held during the year, at which re- 
ports were read and one or more in- 
teresting speakers were heard. Mrs. 
Owen ended by saying "the reports 
that follow will show that we have 
been a society for special aid, wher- 
ever and whatever the need has been. 
We have done efficient, careful work 
and are well equipped to face the fu- 
ture whenever we may be needed." 

Mrs. Fuller, chairman of the Mem- 
bership committee, reported an enrol- 
ment of 323 names for the first year, 
but expressed the hope that this 
number would be increased to 500 be- 
fore the present year was ended. She 
urged that each member try to bring 
in at least one new name. 

The chairman of Finance, Mrs. F. 
E. Stanley, was not present, and her 
report was read by Miss Walker. 
Through the efforts of the Finance 
committee and friends, the sum of 
$1,202.50 was raised, but (to quote 
Mrs. Stanley’s report "the work of 
the Special Aid having grown to such 
proportions the matter of finance be- 
came such a proposition, we began to 
look about for different methods of 
raising the money to carry on our 
work. Our problem was happily 
solved through the generosity of a 
committee of men to finance the dif- 
ferent war relief societies in our vil 
lage, so that now the Special Aid has 
entered on a larger opportunity for 
service, without the problem of rais- 
ing funds, for which we are truly 
thankful." 

Mrs. Stanley, as city chairman of 
the Woman’s Liberty Loan commit- 
tee, had a splendid report to give, 
which, for lack of space, cannot be re- 
produced here. 

Mrs. E. M. Moore, as chairmun of 
the Work committee, gave a most ex 
haustive and interesting report of the 
year’s work. She said, "our efforts 
both with knitting and sewing has 
been to find the shortest possible 
route between producer and consum- 
er, and to be rpady to fill every de 
mand made* upon us with the least 
possible delay." Mrs. Moore gave the 
total of knitted articles for the year 
as 3615, of which 3017 were wool and 
598 cotton. In sewing. 726 hospital 
garments were made ,and 2058 small 
supplies for hospitals. 601 supplies 
were made to go directly to the men 
in service, making the sum of the 
sewing 3385, and the total output 7000. 
The workroom sewing has been, Mrs 
Moore stated, utmost entirely hospital 
garments, one item being 289 sets of 
pajamas which huve gone mostly to 
t he American Fund for French 
Wounded. In closing, Mrs. Moore 
said, "for tin* navy and aviation corps, 
there is a steady demand for knitted 
articles. Please do not give any ere 
deuce to the recent rumor that noth- 
ing was needed but socks. in t lie 
workrooms t lie amount we can accom- 
plish is limited only by the number of 
workers for when it happens that 
there is no emergency demund every 


ounce of our energy goes toward fur- 
thering the grent and constant needs 
of the American Fund and the Red 
UroBB.” 

The roport of the committee on 
rinBRes, of which Mrs. H. A. Nealley 
Is chalrmnn. was not road, hut the 
following is nn outline of the work: 
"Twelve classes were fortned, two 
First Aid classes and two Home Nurs- 
ing classes for the Red Cross before 
it had a branch here. Six economical 
Cookery classes were held in the Vo- 
cational High School at Newtotivillc 
nnd one nt Mrs. Rich’s on Sargent 
street, three canning lessons were 
given at the Vocational High. The 
total net gnin from these classes was 
$54.37." 

Miss Lathe, chairman of the Social 
Service committee, read nn interest- 
ing report., telling of the great suc- 
cess of the homo gardens of last sum- 
mer and many other activities nlong 
food conservation lines. Miss Lathe 
said. "The spring gardening has been 
just begun and the rush to the land 
is embarrassing since we cannot find 
enough to go around." She ended 
with a request that anyone having 
land which they were willing to lend 
for this purpose would kindly notify 
her. 

Mrs. Frederick White, chairman of 
the Canteen committee, reported "our 
first call for service came in April. 
We were asked to cook and Berve the 
supper at the Special Aid booth of the 
Traveler-Herald Food Fair being held 
in Horticultural Hall the first two 
weeks in April. April 11 was Newton 
Day, and we prepared, cooked and 
served a supper to 302 people between 
five nnd seven in the afternoon of this 
day. This was the largest number 
served on any one day of the fair, 
and with the splendid work and co- 
operation on the part of the Newton 
committee, Newton Day was a grand 
success." 

The chairman of the Hospitality 
committee. Mrs. Wm. E. Jones, was 
absent, but Mrs. Bridges gave her re- 
port, nnd said that the da^ for enter- 
taining o # ur boys in the service had 
been changed from Wednesday to 
Sunday. The boys will come to us on 
the second and fourth Sundays of the 
month, and it would greatly aid the 
committee if those willing to show 
our boys this little kindness, would 
call up Mrs. Jones sometime during 
the first half of the week, and let her 
know. 

Mrs. Fawcett, of the Publicity com- 
mittee, reported that the various no- 
tices pertaining to the society had 
been published in the local papers. 

The chairman of Aviation, Mrs. H. 
E. Damon, after reading her own re- 
port; read extracts from a letter re- 
vived by her from headquarters in 
Boston, giving some figures that were 
interesting. “From January 1 to April 
15, we sent 925 complete outfits (seven 
articles in each outfit), or 6875 knit- 
ted articles, and in addition 674 
sleeveless sweaters, 686 pairs of 
socks, 501 helmets and caps, 98 ab- 
dominal bands, 72 pairs of wristers 
and 36 mufflers.” Mrs. Damon read 
this paragraph from a letter she had 
lately received from an aviator friend 
in France. "We have the men, en- 
dued with the proper spirit, we turn 
to the good old U.S.A. for the planes, 
munitions and equipment." 

The chairman of the Junior Special 
Aid, Miss Horsfall, was not present, 
and her report which showed much 
good work done by these busy young 
folks, was read by Mrs. Owen. 

Miss Emery, of the Surgical Dress- 
ings committee, stated that during the 
past year over 610,000 surgical dress- 
ings had been sent over-seas. The 
Surgical Dressings workrooms at 439 
Centre street are open daily from 9 
to 12.30, and Tuesday and Thursday 
afternoons from 2 to 4.30. 

Mrs. Louis Gibbs, of the Nominat- 
ing committee, read the list of names 
submitted for election of officers for 
the coming year, and the following of- 
ficers. were unanimously elected:
